The letter slates, in part, “the 
Islamic Republic of Iran, 
because of the importance it 
attaches to saving the lives of 
human beings and the establish- 
ment of justice and regional and 
international peace and security. 


Diplomats sceptical

DIPLOMATS in Kuwait reac- 
ted with sceptidsm and surprise 
at Iran's announcement that it 
would accept the UN ceasefire 
resolution. 

The Soviet Ambassador to 
Kuwait, Ernest Zverev, said he 
had no knowledge of the 
announcement “If it is true, it is 
a good development," he said. 
Asked whether he thought this 
announcement carried more 
weight than the previous ones he 
said: “I hope this one is different 
maybe it is different" 

The French Ambassador 
Marcel Laugel admitted that he 
did not anticipate such an 
announcement "I am surprised” 
is all he was willing to say. 

Formal 

A spokesman for the British 
Embassy was doubtful about the 
authority of Iran’s Armed For- 
ces General Command to issue 
such statements saying that it 
remains to be seen if this is a clear, 
unqualified acceptance of the 
ceasefire resolution by the Iran- 
ian government 

“The Security Council will be 
glad to see the acceptance made 


through a public announcement 
. but what we need now is a formal 
piece of paper endorsing it It 
may be on the paper already but 
as far as I know it is not,” he said. 

A ceasefire is a definite pos- 
sibility if Iran has accepted the 
598 resolution, he said. 

He also warned against read- 
ing too much into the statement 

"I remain sceptical” he said 
recalling previous occasions 
when Iran indicated iis willing- 
ness to accept the resolution but 
then promptly listed its condi- 
tions. 

Offensive 

“Iran may be testing tbe Iraqi 
reaction,” he said pointing out 
that Iraq, being on the offensive, 
has been taking less note of the 
diplomatic efforts to end the war. 
"It would be interesting to see if 
Iraq still agrees to comply with 
the ceasefire resolution.” 

Foreign diplomats were yes- 
terday waiting for further infor- 
mation that would throw more 
light on Iran’s intentions. 

“We need a clearer picture of 
what the statement means. We 
don't know with what authority 
the Armed Forces General Com- 
mand spoke,” the British spokes- 
man said.

(Reuter): Oil 
prices jumped today after Iran's 
news agency said Iran accepted a 
UN Security Council resolution 
calling for a Gulf war ceasefire, 
traders said.

NEW DELHI, July 1 8, (Reuter): 
The rains for which India has 
been praying have arrived with a 
vengeance, bursting dams, drow- 
ning villages, destroying crops 
and killing up to 1 00 people in the 
last four days. 

In the central stale of Uttar 
Pradesh, more than 1 .2 million 
people were affected as rivers 
burst their banks and inundated 
low-lying villages, the Press 
Trust of India reported today. 

The government announced 
Rs 60 million (S4.3 million) in 
relief funds for the state, and 
medical teams were working 
round the clock, officials told 
PTI. 

Whole areas of north India 
were cut off from the rest of the 
country as mud and rocks cra- 
shed down across vital road 
links. 

Collapsed 

In the Himalayan stale of 
Jammu and Kashmir. Chief 
Minister Farooq Abdullah 
today called in the Army to help 
evacuate 150.000 villagers as 
water pouring through a brea- 
ched embankment washed away 
bridges and swallowed up 
houses.

Governments cautious over Tehran’s move 


Iraq has reservations 


MANAMA. Bahrain. July 18. 
(Agencies): Governments 

around ihe world reacted 
cautiously today to Iran's sud- 
den acceptance of a ceasefire. 

Iraq said it was studying notes 
on Iran's acceptance of the UN 
ceasefire call in the Gulf war. 

Information Minister Latif 
Nassif Al Jassem told the Iraqi 
News Agency (INA) that Iraq 
was keen to achieve peace accor- 
ding to principles put forward by 
President Saddam Hussein yes- 
terday. 

Jassem said Iran was accepting 
the UN resolution for “tactical 
reasons” and not out of any 
desire for a “ real and just peace." 

Apprised 

In the first official reaction 
from Baghdad, Jassem said Iraq 
had "reservations.” 

“We haven't been officially 
apprised of the Iranian letter to 
the United Nations. We are still 
dealing with news we learned 
about by listening to Tehran 
Radio.” he said, 

“The Iranian general com- 
mand's statement did not explain 


the reasons behind Iran's new 
stand in terms of a desire for a 
real and just peace, but men- 
tioned the circumstances and 
reasons for their latest position in 
terms of tactical reasons." 

Saddam said in a speech there 
should be a complete, uncon- 
ditional withdrawal by both par- 
ties to internationally recognised 
borders, the signing of a peace 
and non-aggression accord and 
commitments lo non-inter- 
ference in each other's internal 
affairs. 

Capture 

Jassem said ihe Iranian 
statement also called for “gen- 
eral mobilisation to fill the war 
fronts with fighters.” 

“The one who wants true 
peace doesn't need a general 
mobilisation or the massing of 
troops,” Jassem added. 

Massoud Rajavi, the leader of 
the Baghdad-based Iranian 
Mujahedeen resistance group, 
declared that the government of 
Ayatollah Khomeini only “feig- 
ned acceptance," of the ceasefire 
to gain time "in the wake of a 


chain of military defeats in the 
past few months." 

He added that “deaLhbells 
began to toll," for the Khomeini 
government after last month's 
capture by the Iranian Libera- 
tion Army of the borderside city 
ofMehran. 

The White House welcomed 
Iran’s acceptance of ceasefire, 
calling it a major breakthrough 
and an important step towards 
ending the conflict. 

Positive 

“It opens the way lo an end lo 
the eight-year tragic war and res- 
toration of stability in that trou- 
bled region ofthe world," White 
House spokesman Marlin Filz- 
water told reporters at a briefing 
in California, where President 
Reagan is on holiday. 

The move could pave the way 
for a reduction in the large 
American naval fleet in the 
region.

Troops search for arms as 
12 die in Pakistani riots 


KARACHI, July 18. (Agencies): 
Pakistani troops have launched a 
massive search for illegal arms 
after ethnic riots in southern 
Pakistan killed at least 12 people 
in the last two days, police said 
today. 

They said authorities ordered 
the search in the Sind province 
city of Hyderabad where 47 peo- 
ple have died since June 17 in 
clashes between ethnic Sindhis 
and mohajir migrants from 
India. 

Removed 

At least 50 weapons were 
seized in a house-to-house search 
since last nignt as troops enfor- 
ced a curfew with orders to shoot 
violators on sight. 

The latest riots erupted yester- 
day after masked gunmen shot 
and wounded Hyderabad Mayor 
Aflab Ahmad Sheikh and killed 


a municipal councillor accom- 
panying him in a jeep. 

Another attack on Sheikh by 
about 500 Sindhis a month ago 
sparked riots in which 35 people 
were killed. 

Doctors said four bullets had 
been removed from Sheikh and 
his condition had unproved. 

Residents in Hyderabad, a 
sprawlingrity 1 75 km ( 1 10 miles) 
east of the provincial capital 
Karachi, said they feared the 
death toll from this weekend's 
violence may be higher. 

Doctors said exact casualty 
figures were difficult Lo obtain 
bora use of curfew restrictions on 
the movement of people. 

Sind Governor Rahimuddin 
Khan, a relative of President 
Mohammad Zia-ul-Haq, went 
lo Hyderabad today to supervise 


efforts lo res Lore calm. 

Hyderabad residents said in 
telephone interviews the whole 
city echoed with gunfire 
throughout last night as people 
fired into the air to scare away 
possible attackers. 

In Karachi, police used shot- 
guns and tear gas to disperse 
rioters in the volatile areas of 
Liaquaiabad. Gulbahar and 
Nazimabad. 

Protest 

Rioters blocked roads and lit 
bonfires in protest at the attack 
on the Hyderabad mayor. 

Several opposition leaders 
have accused the government of 
engineering these riots in order to 
put off polls promised by Zia 
when he dissolved the National 
Assembly and sacked the 
cabinet. 


Car bomber killed in blast

suspected car bomber blew him- 
self up today after failing to park 
his explosives-laden car next to a 
militia security office, militia 
sources said.

Kremlin to settle dispute 


MOSCOW. July 18. (Reuter): 
The parliamentary leaders of 
Armenia and Azerbaijan clashed 
today at a key meeting of 
Kremlin officials to decide the 
fate of the rebel Soviet region of 
Nagorno-Karabakh. 

The official Tass news agency 
said Grant Voskanyan of 
Armenia demanded self-deter- 
mination for Nagorno- 
Karabakh, where the majority 
Armenian population has waged 
a five-month struggle to quit 
Azerbaijan and join neighbour- 
ing Armenia. 

Suleiman Tatliyev of Azer- 
baijan hit back by accusing 
Nagorno-Karabakh of “total 
insubordination" and declared 
that the region, ruled by Azer- 
baijan since 1 923, had no justifia- 
ble political, economic or legal 
grounds for territorial transfer. 

Logic 

“More than one million 
Armenian live in the Soviet 
Union outside the borders of the 
republic of Armenia, ‘Tatliyev 
told the Presidium of the 
Supreme Soviet, the highest state 


body. 

“Following the logic of the 
deputies from Nagorno- 
Karabakh, all territories where 
they now live should be united 
with Armenia. Is this a way to 
solve the problem? Of course 
not." 

Voskanyan and Tatliyev both 
led 10-member delegations to the 
presidium's meeting, covened to 
try to end the territorial stand- 
off- 

At least 36 people have died in 
ethnic turmoil since the 

Nagorno-Karabakh dispute 
erupted in February. 

Measures 

Soviet President Andrei 
Gromyko opened the meeting 
with a call for legal measures 
which would satisfy both sides. 
Kremlin leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev was also expected lo speak. 

“The search for a correct solu- 
tion must be carried out within 
the framework of the Soviet con- 
stitution, socialist values and 
mutual respect for Lhe opinions, 
tradi lions and national dignity of 


every people," Gromyko 
declared. 

Voskanyan responded by 
charging that Nagorno- 
Karabakh had suffered econ- 
omically undei Azerbaijani 
administration. 

He said “violations of the 
national rights and dignity of the 
region's Armenian population" 
should be halted through a 
decision based on “the Leninist 
principle of free self-determina- 
tion of nations." 

Tension 

Ethnic Armenians form 75 per 
cent of Nagorno-Karabah's 
population. Last week, the 
region's governing council posed 
an unprecedented challenge to 
Kremlin rule by declaring that 
the small enclave was seceding 
from Azerbaijan to join 
Armenia. 

Nagorno-Karabakh workers 
downed tools in mid-May, and 
local journalists said today that 
the strike continued unabated. 

Azerbaijan has refused to cede 
the region, citing article 78 of the

Mandela turns 70 in jail 


CAPE TOWN, July 18. 
(Reuter): Black nationalist 
leader Nelson Mandela 
celebrated his 70th birthday in a 
South African prison ceil today 
amid scattered protests from his 
supporters and silence from the 
state-run media. 

His wife Wi nnie, herself a sym- 
bol of anti-apartheid protest, 
held a press conference in Johan- 
nesburg at which scores of mes- 
sages were read out from foreign 
leaders, church, student and 
labour groups calling for the 
release of her husband. 

With her daughter Zindzi and 
other family members, she stood 
in front of a 20-foot (six-metre) 
high poster of Mandela, the 
world’s most famous prisoner 
who is spending his 26th year in 
jail for plotting to overthrow 
white rule. 

“We are humbled .-y the 
recognition by the international 
community of this day," Winnie 


Mandela said. 

Mandela and his wife rejected 
a government offer of a special 
six-hour family visit to Cape 
Town’s Pollsmoor prison where 
he is held, saying they did not 
want privileges denied to other 
ailed opponents of apartheid. 
Concept 

Winnie Mandela said today: 
“The concept of spending a 70th 
birthday behind bars is 
abhorrent. 

“But the government had 
other motives for allowing us the 
six hours in Pollsmoor. The 
government could have used the 
visit against us.” she said. 

Pretoria has not responded to 
a flood of international pleas to 
release Mandela, who is still 
revered by radical blacks as a 
symbol of resistance to white rule 
and as a leader of the outlawed 
African National Congress 
(A NQ. 


Zindzi read a message from the 
ANCs acting president, Oliver 
Tambo. who said Mandela's 
imprisonment was the imprison- 
ment of all South Africa. 

“Let the apartheid regime 
know the high esteem in which he 
is held." the message said. 

Police swooped on a high 
school in Cape Town's coloured 
(mixed-race) township of Bonte- 
beuwel today and ordered 
students to go home, eyewitnes- 
ses said. 

Students were p lanning a rally 
to honour Manaela and lo re- 
name the school after an ANC 
guerrilla killed in a skirmish with 
police last year.

Four face charges of leaking secrets 


Yugoslavs appear in trial 


LJUBLJANA, Yugoslavia, July 
18, (Reuter): Three civilians and 
a soldier, accused of leaking 
Army secrets, appeared before a 
military court on Monday in a 
closed trial which has caused 
unprecedented protests in 
Yugoslavia's northern Republic 
of Slovenia. 

Ivan “Janez" Jansa. David 
Tasic and Franci Zavrl, writers 
and editors of the Slovenian 
youth magazine Mladina, and 
Army Sergeant-Major ivan Bor- 
siner, appeared before a five- 
judge panel, chaired by Colonel 
Djuro Vlaisavljevic. 

The case follows a Mladina 
report that the Army was plan- 
ning to crush liberal trends in 
Slovenia, Yugoslavia's mosL 
Westernised republic. 


Igor Bavcar, a leader of the 
H uman Rights Committee set up 
on behalf of the four men, said 
the public was allowed briefly 
into the courtroom before the 
trial was declared dosed.

Chaos eases 
at British 
airports 

LONDON, July 18, (UPI): A 
logjam of flights from British air- 
ports broke gradually today, 
ending a weekend of chaos and 
finally sending thousands of 
weary, angry tourists on their 
way to Mediterranean resorts 
after delays of up to 24 hours or 
more. 

Flight schedules over Europe, 
wrecked last week by industrial 
action by Greek air traffic con- 
trollers, slowly were repaired, 
due in part to a decision by a 
majority of France's unionized 
air controllers to call off a plan- 
ned 1 5-hour strike. 

But Britain's beleaguered 
Civil Aviation Authority came 
under sharp attack over the 
weekend of snarl-ups, and Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher’s t 
government was under pressure 
to step into the crisis, which 
could erupt again amid 
thousands of summer holiday 
flights still to come. 

At Gatwick, Britain's busiest 
package-tour airport where 
some 35,000 passengers were 
scheduled to fly out today, most 
flights were leaving nearly on 
time. 

But, a Gatwick spokesman, 
said “we are still recovering from 
the knock-on effect of the Greek 
dispute and have 15 flights 
delayed between three and four 
hours.”

58 killed in Amazon 
ferry disaster 


BRASILIA, July 18, (Reuter): 
At least 58 people died and some . 
30 others were missing and 
believed dead today, after ‘.an . 
overcrowded ferry sank on ihe 
Amazon river, authorities said: " 

The packed ferry Correio Do 
Aran struck the underwater 
wreckage of another boat and 
sank on Friday night. 

Coast Guard officials raised 
the sunken hulk of the ferry on 
Sunday and found 15 bodies 
inside, some of them still lying in 
the hammocks where they were 
sleeping when the ferry sank. 

“They found some women 
with babies still in Lheir arms,” 
said spokesman Adriano Pinto 
of the Harbourmaster’s office in 
the port of Belem. 

Officials had several hours to 
search for victims aboard the 
antiquated ferry before it sud- 
denly broke free from a huge, 
floating crane and sank again. 

Corses from the ferry washed 
up on river banks and fisherman 


found bodies floating miles dow- 
nstream, some partly eatenby 
flesih-eatibgfish. 

Seventy-nine people were res- 
cued or swam to safety, police 
said. -- 

The ferry was making an over- 
night voyage from Belem to the 
portofCachodra DoArari when 
it struck the wreckage and sank 
in less than five minutes. 

Police said the ferry was hold- 
ing up to three times its max- 
imum capacity of 60 people plus 
several tons of cargo. 

Spokesman at the Harbour- 
master’s office said a full inves- 
tigation would be launched into 
the shipwreck, one of the worst 
on the Amazon. 

Pinto said there was little hope 
for finding more survivors 
because they would have drow- 
ned in strong river currents and 
undertows. 

There were no reports of 
foreigners among the 43 victims 
police have identified so far.

• “Calls upon all other 
states to exercise the utmost res- 
traint and to refrain from any act 
which may lead to further escala- 
tion and widening of the conflict 
and thus to facilitate the 
implementation of the present 
resolution.

Filipino rebels reject peace

The rejection came hours after 
rebels kifled a provincial official, 
and another guerrilla spokesman 
warned of more killings until the 
government prosecutes human 
rights violators in the military.

Nasser, the late president's elder 
son, who is in self-exile in 
Yugoslavia.

. It has also raised -controversy 
over Egypt’s 1979 US-brokered 
peace treaty with Israel 
Defence lawyers, stating that 
Israel cannot be a friendly coun- 
try to Arab Egypt, have publicly 
described the defendants as 
national heroes and said that-kill- 
ing Israeli agents is legitimate.

Security sources said that the 
escaped prisoners were able to 
wrestle four guard^to the ground 
and seized two machine guns and 
fled the high-tech prison. 


US-Japan tensions waning 


Shultz to hold crucial talks 


TOKYO. July 18, (Reuter): 
Secretary of Slate George Shultz 
arrived today for talks with 
Japanese officials ai a time when 
US officials see bilateral tensions 
lessening over two major issues 
— defence and trade. 

Trade has been a highly con- 
tentious subject between the two 
allies. 

But they recently settled 
several disputes, including one 
over beef and citrus imports, and 
figures released last week showed 
the US trade deficit with Japan 
had narrowed from $4.4 billion 
in April to $4.1 billion in May. 

Differences 

“All of this has led to a change 
in the trend lines in trade with 
Japan.” a senior US official told 
reporters aboard Shultz's US Air 
Force jet en route from Seoul. 

“We are in a better position 
than we have been for quite a 
while. Things are moving in the 
right direction.'* he said.

Heat wave 
kills 290 
in China 

BEUING, July 18, ( AP): A heat 
wave that has baked Chinese 
cities along the Yangtze River 
since the beginning July has 
kifled 290 elderly people in the 
southern city of Nanchang. a 
Shanghai daily said today. 

The Wenhui Bao said tem- 
peratures in Nanchang, capital 
of Jiangxi province, have soared 
to 38 degrees Celsi us ( 1 00 degrees 
Fahrenheit) every day during Lhe 
month. 

It said the city of about one 
million people has opened nor- 
mally closed grassy areas and 
underground shelters to help 
people seeking relief from the 
heat. 

The daily also said Shanghai 
hospitals have treated one 
million people for heat-related 
illnesses during the current heat 
wave. Emergency centres have 
treated 40 per cent more patients 
than usual and the city has ear- 
marked 100,000 yuan ($27,000) 
for cooling facilities in hospital 
delivery and baby care units. 

The China Daily also said 
today that Shanghai's 1 2 million 
residents have packed movie 
theatres and department stores, 
among the few buildings with air- 
conditioning, as temperatures 
have hovered between 35-38 
degrees C (95-100 F) over the 
past 10 days. 

It said city vendors are selling 

500,000 yuan ($135,000) of cold 
drinks and 10,000 tons of water- 
melon every day. 

In neighbouring Jiangsu 
province, temperatures in the 
past 10 days have ranged bet- 
ween 38-40 degrees C (100-104 
F), seriously endangering crops 
in one of China's main grain- 
producing areas. 

The daily said high tem- 
peratures and humidity in Beij- 
inghave caused a rapid growth of 
flies and mosquitoes, and 
malaria cases jumped 23.3 per 
cent in the last 10 days of June 
and 53.4 per cent in the first 10 
days of July. 

Policemen jailed 
for torturing 
prisoners 

BEIJING, July 18, (UPI): A 
court in central Henan 
province sentenced six police 
officers to prison lerms rang- 
ing from two years to life for 
torturing a suspect to death, 
the official China Legal News 
said today. 

The human rights organisation 
Amnesty International repor- 
ted last year that communist 
party officials and security 
units brutalised prisoners, 
suspects in criminal investiga- 
tions and political dissidents. 
China isa signatory to the UN 
convention against torture. 
The incident occurred last 
October when police in Xinx- 
iang county, some 600 km 
south of Beijing, arrested Li 
Rongcheng, director of a fac- 
tory run by the town's No. 19 
middle school on suspicion of 
throwing sulphuric acid in the 
, face of a local resident, the 
newspaper said. 

On Dec 17, five police officers 
acting under the direction of 
deputy section chief Wang 
Weiying took Li to the offices 
of "the No. 2 police deta- 
chemeni for interrogation. 

“In a bid to extort a confession 
and with the instigation and 
participation of Wang Weiy- 
ing, the police tortured Li for 
18 hours,” the paper said. 
“They bound him, hung him 
up. used electric shocks and 
beat him viciously, causing 
his death the next morning." 
The Xinxiang city people’s 
procuratorate brought char- 
ges against all six for extorting 
a confession of torture and 
causing a death, China Legal 
News said.

Japan, with a military' budget 
of about S30 billion, has 
increased defence spending by an 
average of 5-6 per cent annually 
overihepast 15years, the official 
said. 

"It's a lot belter than the US 
averageoverthesame period and 
certainly belter than Europe.” he 
said, adding that one could not 
ignore Tokyo's contribution or 
40 per cent of the cost of main- 
taining 60.000 American troops 
in Japan. 

Issues 

He said (hat with the military 
budget issue essentially resolved, 
the United States and Japan were 
focusing on broader security co- 
operation. 

This includes Japan's funding 
for a new navigation system in 
the Gulf, its support for multin- 
ational forces in the Sinai, its 
promise to heavily underwrite a 


new multi-billion dollar aid 
programme for the Philippines 
and its increasingly dominant 
role as donor of economic aid 
worldwide. 

In his meetings on Tuesday. 
Shultz is expected to discuss a 
Philippine aid package, new 
efforts to negotiate an end to the 
Vietnamese occupation in Kam- 
puchea. and South Korea's 
recent initiative to increase con- 
tacts with the communist North. 

The USofficial said the United 
Slates welcomed Japan's recent 
aggressive new involvement in 
international affairs and did not 
fear that Tokyo would lake over 
the US role as a leader and key 
ally of Western democracies.

ISLAMABAD. July IS. 
(Reuter): The Soviet-backed 
Afghan government has offered 
rebels safety and fun if they come 
home fora Muslim festival of Eid 
AI Adha next week, the official 
Bakhiar news agency said today. 

It quoted a presidential 
announcement as saying the 
rebels would be welcome to 
Kabul and other Lowns to 
celebrate the Eid AI Adha fes- 
tival with their families — bu! 
only if they left their weapons 
behind. 

“They may also pass the eid 
festival with their friends in an 
atmosphere of peace, brother- 
hood and conciliation.” ii said. 

The announcement said . 
security forces had been told to 
ensure the safety of the visitors. 
Towns and villages had been 
ordered to plan entertainment 
for them. 

The Western-backed guerri- 
llas have stepped up their attacks 
in recent weeks as the Soviet 
Union began withdrawing its 
more than 100.000 troops from 


Afghanistan on May 15 under 
UN-mediated accords signed in 
April. 

The guerrillas have rejected 
the accords and vowed to fight 
until the last Soviet soldier leaves 
and the present Kabul govern- 
ment of President Najibullah is 
overthrown. 

Meanwhile, the flow of arms 
and ammunition from Pakistan 
into Afghanistan has slowed 
since the Geneva accords came 
into affect in May, Afghan 
guerrilla chief Burhanuddin 
Rabbani said on Sunday. 

Rabbani. who heads the big- 
gest of the mujahideen guerrilla 
groups. Jamial-e islami. said the 
supply had not stopped but there 
were delays. 

However. Afghan experts say 
there are plenty of arms stock- 
piled inside Afghanistan after 
being moved across the border 
before or just after the Geneva 
accords became operative on 
May 15.

Protesters demand 
execution of 
Chun’s brother 


SEOUL, July 18. (AP): The 
corruption trial of the brother of 
fonner President Chun Doo- 
Hwan was disrupted today by 
protesters who burled eggs at the 
defendant and demanded he be 
executed. 

About 50 radical students and 
dissidents burst into the court 
yelling “execute Chun” and pel- 
led defendant Chun Kyung- 
Hwan and others with eggs, 
po La toes and other missiles on 
the first day of hearings in the 
corruption trial. 

Court officials suspended the 
trial until Aug 8, and Chun and 
other defendants were bustled 
away by police to be returned to 
jail. 

Marred 

Prosecutors have been ques- 
tioning Chun, 46, about allega- 
tions he amassed a fortune by 
wrongfully using government 
and family connections as head 
of the semi-official Saemaul 
Undone ( new community ) Rural 
Development Group under his 
brother's government. 

The opposition has demanded 
parliamentary questioning 
about wrongdoings under the 
former president, who left office 
in February after a seven-year 
term. 


The opening session earlier 
was marred with boos and taunts 
as Chun consistently denied 
prosecution charges. Some 400 
people inside the crowded cour- 
troom shouted "punish Chun" 
as hundreds of police stood 
guard outside. 

The younger Chun was arres- 
ted on March 3 1 and accused of 
peddling influence and embez- 
zling about S 1 0 million by divert- 
ing Saemaul funds for invest- 
ment in real estate and private 
business. 

Charges 

Also on trial were 12 other 
people, including Saemaul 
officials and the younger Chun's 
two brothers-in-law, indicted on 
embezzlement, bribery and other 
charges. 

Chun and most other defen- 
dants denied charges of diverting 
millions of dollars to invest in 
real estate, contending the 
money was spent only for 
Saemaul development projects. 

But some of Chun's aides ack- 
nowledged the government char- 
ges and said Chun sanctioned 
embezzlement and tax evasion. If 
convicted. Chun could face a 
prison sentence or. in the most 
extreme case, the death penalty. 


Fraser looking for 
Commonwealth job 


SYDNEY. Australia. July 18. 
(AP): Former Prime Minister 
Malcolm Fraser today announ- 
ced his interest to become 
secretary-general of the 47-mem- 
ber Commonwealth of nations, a 
grouping of Britain and its for- 
mer colonies. 

Fraser, speaking on Aus- 
tralian television, said Prime 
Minister Bob Hawke’s support 
was important and increased his 
chances of winning the position. 

“Nobody's going to get it if 
their own government is against 
them,” Fraser said. 

The secretary-general is elec- 
ted by the heads of government 
of Commonwealth nations. 

Hawke, leader of Labour 
Party government since 1983. 
has been one of Fraser's fiercest 
political opponents, but has 
expressed support for him as 
Commonwealth secretary-gen- 
eral. 

Fraser. Prime Minister of the 
Conservative Liberal-National 


Party coalition from 1975 to 
1983. is an outspoken critic of 
apartheid policies in South 
Africa. 

Apartheid establishes a 
racially segregated society in 
which South Africa’s blacks have 
no vote in national affairs. The 
whiles control the economy and 
maintain separate districts, 
schools and health services. 

Pretoria withdrew from the 
organisation in 1961 over 
opposition to its apartheid 
policies. 

British Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher could prevent 
Fraser from becoming secretary- 
general by vetoing the nomina- 
tion. 

Over the years, Fraser has dif- 
fered with Thatcher over the 
issue of apartheid. 

ShridaLh Ramphal. a former 
foreign minister of Guyana, has 
been secretary-general for the 
past decade. His term expires 
next year.

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Five die in 
N. Lebanon 
clashes 

BEIRUT, July 18. (Reuter): Bat- 
tles flared again today between a 
Shi'ite Muslim clan and Chris- 
tian villagers in northeast 
Lebanon after a weekend of figh- 
ting in which police said at least 
five people were killed. 

They said gunmen of the 
Shi'ite Ja'afar clan traded 
artillery, mortar and heavy 
machinegun fire ut the weekend 
with Christian Maronite 
villagers from Qubayat. 50 km 
north of the eastern town of 
Baaibeck in the eastern Bekaa 
Valley. 

Qubayat is controlled by Chr- 
istian fighters loyal to ousted 
Lebanese Forces "militia leader 
Elie Hobeika. 

Hobeika was driven out of 
Beirut in 1986 for signing a 
Syrian-backed peace pact Lo end 
the civil war. 

The battles, across rugged 
mountains that separate the two 
sides, erupted on Saturday and 
continued until last night despite 
the deployment of Syrian troops 
lohail iheexchanges. local news- 
papers said. 

The Christian Voice of 
Lebanon radio station said eight 
people were killed and 30 woun- 
ded in the fighting. 

Interior Minister Abdulla 
Rassi said about 80 Syrian 
troops intervened at his request 
to quell the clashes in the area. 
110 kilometres northeast of 
Beirut. 

Rassi said in a statement publi- 
shed by the Beirut newspaper AI 
Anwar that the flare-up was not 
politically motivated. He did not 
elaborate. 

But a police spokesman said a 
“flock of sheep from Qoubaiyat 
strayed into pastures claimed by 
theJaafars on Saturday. prompt- 
ing Shiite tribesmen to take up 
arms to drive off the intruding 
sheep and shepherds.” 

The fighting raged through 
Sunday until Syrian troops set up 
buffer zones between the two 
sides at dawn today, said the 
spokesman, who cannot be iden- 
tified under standing regula- 
tions. 

Two regular Lebanese Army 
soldiers from Qoubaiyat were 
among the dead and three others 
among the wounded, police said. 

Qoubaiyat has a population of 

20,000 while Shanbook has an 
estimated 5.000 inhabitants.

Centre conducts

The centre conducted 20 joint 
studies and projects with Arab 
Educational Office of the Arab 
Gulf states and the Arab Centre 
for Educational Research and 
the studies were accepted by a 
number of educational institu- 
tions in the Gulf states, he dis- 
closed.

Dr Jassem announced that the 
centre off jts its services to resear- 
chers specially students of the 
faculty of education of Kuwait 
University and students of the 
faculty of higher studies.

“Our whole purpose over here 
is to protect the tankers against 
piracy or attack from the two 
belligerents. And if they're not 
firing at each other, then we have 
no purpose in being here in a 
warlike stance,” said the 
Alabama Republican, on a tour 
to visit US forces in the Gulf. 

Predict 

Howard refused to predict 
whether or when the US Navy 
might be able to pull any of its 27 
ships out of the region, but he 
pointed out that “we have always 
said we would maintain a force 
consistent with the threat.” 

The US Navy in the Gulf was 
caught by surprise, but officers 
said they would take a "wait and 
see” position until US auth- 
orities verified it as official. 

"Holy cats. You’ve got to be 
kidding,” exclaimed an officer 
aboard the Navy’s Gulf-based 
command ship Coronado, when 
he was informed of the Iranian 
announcement by telephone. He 
said it was the first such word 
received aboard the ship. 

News of Iran's announcement 
was taken in stride by most of the 
1,400 officers and crew aboard 
the Coronado, moored at 
Bahrain. No official word was 


passed to other US ships in the 
Gulf, said an officer, who asked 
not to be named. 

Britain also cautiously wel- 
comed Iran’s acceptance. 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
indicated that Britain was wait- 
ing for a full text of the Iranian 
message to the UN secretary- 
gen eraj. 

He pointed out: "We will want 
to be sure this is unconditional, 
and if so it is a major break- 
through. and we are sure the 
Iraqis will implement a ceasefire 
on their part.” 

West Germany, Austria and 
Japan welcomed Iran's decision.

Jordan and Egypt, strong 
backers of Iraq in its war with 
Iran, welcomed the decision.

AS the Eid Ai Adha approaches, 
traders are bringing in a large 
number of sheep to the market. 

Prices vary from KJD35 to 
KD90 with Iraqi sheep bong the 
highest priced and the Chinese 
the lowest with Syrian and Turk- 
ish sheep m -between. 

A trader commented that 
though Arab sheep were highest 
in demand and this was the best 
time for business, the market was 
sluggish due to large numbers of 
people being outside Kuwait 
coupled with the fact that social 
welfare societies purchased 
sheep from outside and dis- 
tributed these among the needy. 

Another trader said the 
market needed the attention of 
the Ministry of Public Health as 
there were tiny pests prevalent 
among cattle. Sun shades, wash- 
ing pools and drinking water for 
cattle should also be provided he 
said. 

In general, traders were in 
agreement that turnover com- 
pared to previous years showed a 
sharp decline, though, the prices 
increased between KD6 and 10 
per head of sheep.

BAHRAIN, July 18, (Reuter): 
The six-nation Gulf Co-opera- 
tion Council (GCQ said yester- 
day it was studying a $ 1.6 billion 
project to link the electrical 
power systems or member states. 

Jamil Al Alawi, chairman of 
the GCC electrical interconnec- 
tion committee, said a pre- 
feasibility study was complete 
and eight consulting companies 
had been invited to submit 
proposals by Sept 1 7. 

A study to determine design, 
cost and financing would last 18 
months, Alawi said. 

The project would have to be 
approved by each government — 
Saudi Arabia, Bahrain, Kuwait, 
Qatar, the United Arab Emirates 
and Oman — before work begins 
in the mid- 1990s. 

Alawi said die grid connecting 
the states would guarantee 
power supplies in the six in cases 
of emergency.

Virulent 

bacteria 


DR Yousef Mai Allah, a special- 
ist in venereal diseases and der- 
matology, has told a local daily 
that the bacteria in venereal and 
skin diseases are more virulent in 
the summer months due to the 
higher temperatures and 
humidity which provide the right 
conditions for them to multiply 
and spread. 

He said that herpes and AIDS 
could be contracted through sex- 
ual intercouse and mentioned 
two other venereal diseases, gon- 
orrhoea and syphilis, the latter of 
which could prove fatal as a 
result of its effects on the nervous 
system. Dr Yousef therefore 
reiterated the importance of 
avoiding sexual promiscuity in 
order to control the spread of 
these diseases. 


On the subject of skin diseases, 
he said that some could be trans- 
mitted sexually and others 
through contact with items used 
by infected persons, such as arti- 
cles of clothing. -

A RANKING Palestinian off- 
rial in Ain Al Hilweh refugee 
camp in South Lebanon has told 
a Kuwaiti daily that PLO had 
received confirmed reports of as 
imminent Israeli military opera- 
tion against his camp. 

In a statement to '‘Al Qabas” 
published yesterday, the uniden- 
tified official said that Israeli 
Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
and Israeli Chief of Staff General 
Dan Shomron flew in a helicop- 
ter last week in a reconaissance 
mission over areas that Israeli 
military operations would take 
place. 

Ready 

He pointed out that about 40 
new tanks have arrived in “Jez- 
zme" to be ready for thrusting 
into eastern Sidon when the time 
has come. 

The official added that 
another plan proposed by 
Shomron suggests that Israeli 
troops bead for Sidon port and 
Zahrani port to the south of it in a 
bid to encircle Sidon and Ern Al 
Hilweh camp. 

He did not exclude the pos- 



sibility that the Israeli 
intelligence could fabricate an 
accident against Israel's interests 
to justify the pre-planned attack 
on the camp. 

Officials in Tel Aviv, who 
believe that the time has come to 
be on the offensive against the 
Palestinian uprising in the 
occupied Arab lands, consider 
that a military operation against 
Em Al Hilweh camp is a neces- 
sary step in this context 

They further believe that the 
operation might end up in an 
agreement to evacuate 
thousands of Palestinians from 
the camp without having to 
storm it 

The official affirmed that the 
US backed this operation after it 
was approached by the Israelis.

“The civilization of Islam, 
being so widespread, is made 
up of many peoples and cul- 
tures which are obviously dif- 
ferent in detail from one 
another. At the same time they 
bear the same unmistakable 
print oflslam,” explains Tareq 


Rajab. 

. Apart from manuscripts the 
Tareq Rajab museum has one 
of the largest collection of 
traditional ethnic jewellery 
from all over the Arab and 
Islamic world — some 5,000 
pieces. Jewellery from Tibet, 
Nepal and China are also in the 
collection. 

The collection of silver folk 
jewellery is interesting from a 
social point of view because as 
in the modern world, people in 
the ancient world also moved 
around a great deal, and so one 
can see how influences 
travelled. Craftsmen par- 
ticularly migrated, taking with 
them their techniques and 
ideas. 

Tareq Rajab says that many 
craftsmen were Sufis — mystics 
of Islam. They considered 
“retreat” or “Khalwari” to be 
expressed through work in the 
arts or sciences, consequently

“The extent of contrast bet- 
ween the sub-continent and the 
Middle East, as with China, is 
not yet fully understood, but 
there was certainly some 
exchange of knowledge.

Islamic pottery exhibits 
includes some interesting ware 
from China, with which the 
Muslim world had contact 
through the silk route. The 
M uslims contributed greatly to 
ceramics, especially to the art of 
glazing. 

Tareq Rajab says the early 
Muslims, fascinated by the 
Chinese porcelain, tried to 
make their pots appear similar 
and invented the “tin glaze”, 
which is now common around 
the world. They also con- 
tributed the “blue glaze”, later 
copied by the Chinese. As the 
use of gold on ceramic ware was 
forbidden in Islam. Muslims 
developed “lustre glaze, using 
various metals and copper to 
simulate gold.” 

The museum also displays a 
collection of Islamic glass, 
demonstrating the tradition 
and continuity of glass making 
in the Middle East. One of the 
most impressive pieces at the 
museum is a mosque lamp from 
the Mamluk period, dated 1 5th 
century AD. A section of the 
-museum is devoted to Arab fur- 
niture and some examples of 
Islamic metalwork such as an 
Egyptian chest dating from the 
19th century. 

Costumes 

Arab and Muslim costumes 
and textiles are the particular 
love of Jehan Rajab, who has 
researched and written several 
articles on the subject. There is 
an amazing richness and diver- 
sity in costumes, she says. Cos- 
tumes were practical and func- 
tional. There are head-dresses 
and veils of every description 
on view at the museum. 

Musical instruments are also 
on show. Stringed instruments 
and drums from places as far 
apart as Morocco to China. 
India to Syria, are displayed. 

The Tareq Rajab Museum 
displays a priceless, 
educational collections. Says 
Tareq Rajab: “We consider 
ourselves as educationalists; 
the value of our exhibits is in 
their historical background, 
rather than their rarity. We 
hope we have contributed a lit- 
tle in opening peoples eyes to 
the rich artistic heritage of the 
Arab and Islamic World.”

Refugees cause 
problems for US

WASHINGTON: The contin- 
ued flow of refugees out of Indo- 
china exemplifies ma ny of the 
problems faced by the United 
States and other international 
donors. 

Thailand, for example, has 
provided temporary shelter for 
nearly a million Indochinese 
refugees over the last thirteen 
years. But as the influx continues 
and the US and other countries 
are accepting fewer refugees for 
reset tlemenCThai attitudes have 
hardened. 

United Nations officials 
estimate that almost 200 Viet- 
namese died earlier this year 
when the Thai government ram- 
med and pushed off refugee 
boats trying to enter southern 
Thailand. 

Subsequent protests from the 
US and others prevailed upon 
Lhe Thai government to alter 
initial methods and can? for those 
in dire need. Some refugee boats, 
however, are still being turned 
away. 

The Thais are concerned that 
they “not become the dumping 
ground for all the refugees in Lhe 
region,” says Rep. Stephen 
Solarz (D) of New York' chair- 
man of the House Foreign 
Affairs Subcommittee on East 
Asia. “The key is to make it clear 
to the Thais that if they main tain 
the principle of ‘first asylum.* we 
will continue to take ofT” Viet- 
namese refugees for reset- 
tlement, he says. 

Thais have not disavowed 
their policy of granting “first 
asylum", or temporary refuge, 
US officials say. But Thai public 
opinion and many in the govern- 
ment see the issue as a national- 
security problem and are feeling 
besieged by a surge in refugees 
and border hostilities. 

In 1987, Vietnamese refugee 
boat arrivals tripled to nearly 

12.000. The problem came to a 
head in January after three mon- 
ths of arrivals totalling almost 

6 . 000 . 

Many in Thailand see the new 
arrivals as "economic migrants" 
who will not qualify for reset- 
tlement elsewhere. Some see the 
flow as a deliberate Vietnamese 
attempt to undermine Thai 
security. 


The Thais are also worried 
about the influx of thousands of 
new refugees from Laos adding 
to the 40.000 they already shelter, 
USoflirialssay. 

Overall, more than 400,000 
refugees and displaced persons 
remain in Thailand, including 
280,000 Khmer on the Thai- 
Carabodian border. Many of 
these have little chance of return- 
ing to their homes or being reset- 
tled soon. Many of the recog- 
nized refugees have been await- 
ing resettlement in third coun- 
tries for several years. 

Countries like Thailand, 
Malaysia, and the Philippines 
shelter refugees on the assump- 
tion that other countries will take 
them for permanent reset- 
tlement. However, willingness to 
resettle Indqchinese refugees has 
declined significantly in the US 
and other Western countries, 
according to Roger Winter, 
director of the US Committee for 
Refugees. 

Decline 

Today US resettlement is less 
than one-quarter of 1 980 levels. 
Last year, for the first lime since 
1980, resettlement departures 
from Thailand did not keep up 
with arrivals. The fiscal 1989 US 
budget portends further decline: 
It proposes accepting only 
23,500 refugees from all of 
Southeast Asia — the number 
the US will accept this year from 
Thailand alone. 

“The root cause of the contin- 
ued Indochinese refugee out- 
flow” is “policies of the govern- 
ment of Vietnam," US Ambas- 
sador to Thailand William 
Brown, recently told Congress. 

A sophisticated network of 
smuggling Vietnamese through 
Cambodia and then by boat to 
Thailand “could only take place 
with official tolerance, if not 
official approval," he says. 

The best solution. US official 
say, would be for the Vietnamese 
government to establish an 
equitable, orderly departure 
programme for all wishing to 
emigrate. It has become more co- 
operative in allowing outflow to 
the US, but it still refuses to co 
operate in letting go many of 
those the US considers top 
priority and by limiting overall 
numbers, officials say.

Fears of more murderous violence 

Acute farm labour 
shortage in Punjab

LUDHIANA, India, (API: 
Migrant labourers' fear of more 
murderous violence in Punjab 
are causing an acute farm labour 
shortage as the season opens for 
transplanting rice in !be northern 
state considered India's bread- 
basket. 

Agriculture officials said if 
workers do not come to Punjab, 
it could hurt the economy of the 
rich farming slate and affect 
India as a wholesince the country 
depends on surplus goods from 
the troubled slate to supply less 
developed regions. 

An estimated one-third of the 
700,000 migrants who normally 
work in Punjab fled the slate in 
May after a spate of attacks by 
Sikh militants (eft more than 70 
poor Hindu migrants dead. 
Large numbers are staying away, 
officials and farmers say. 

“Earlier, these labourers used 
to beg for jobs,” said Pritam 
' Singh, a farmer of Hoshiarpur 
district “Now the farmers have 
to beg before these workers. 
Times have changed." 

Rent 

Singh, 58, is among the hardest 
hit because he leases his 100-acre 
(0.405 ha) farm and must come 
up with rent for his landlord. He 
had 14 migrant labourers work- 
ing the land, but only four remain 
on the job. 

Most of the migrants working 
in Punjab come from the poorer 
states of Bihar and Uttar 
Pradesh to the southeast. They 
usually work through the various 
seasons for wheat, corn, sugar- 
cane and rice, and going home 
home in between. 

Sikh militants fighting for a 
separate nation in Punjab have 
killed both Hind us and moderate 
Sikhs since 1982. Nearly 1,500 
deaths this year have been 
blamed on the radicals from the 
minority faith. 

But the Sikh rebels did not 
particularly target migrant 
workers until last May, when 31 


migrants were killed in an attack 
on a canal project that is opposed 
by militants since it would carry 
water from Punjab to the Hindu- 
majority states of Haryana and 
Rajasthan. 

A series of other attacks 
ensued, killing another 40 work- 
ers. and the exodus of migrants 
was on. 

Punjab agricultural officials, 
who spoke on condition of 
anonymity, said few workers 
were coming back despite 
programmes to ensure the work- 
ers’ safely. 

Switching 

They also noted some fanners 
were switching to planting sunfl- 
ower seeds, which take less 
labour than paddy rice. At least 
25,000 hectares now sowed with 
sunflower seeds were among the 
1 .8 million hectares usually used 
for rice, one source said. 

Punjab has greatly increased 
rice output in recent years, from 
4.5 million metric tons in 1984 to 
6 million metric tons last year, by 
offering bon uses to fanners plan- 
ting the crop. 

But I.S. Brar, a state agricul- 
tural official, said he doubled 
this year's production would be 
much above last year’s output, 
which was badly affected by 
drought. This year, the rains 
came but the workers have not. 

It was unclear if the labour 
shortage would cut the amount 
Punjab farmers sell to India's 
Central Grain Reserve intended 
to combat possible food shor- 
tages anywhere in the country. 

While much of India had 
drought limes over the last three 
years, Punjab has produced 
more than half the rice and 60 per 
cent of the wheat that the govern - \ 
ment bought for the Central 
Reserve. 

Workers are failing to return 
to Punjab despite much higher 
wages than at home. A migrant 
worker can earn more than 
Rs600 ($43) a month, plus free 
food, more than double that in 
thepoorer states of central India. 


Naval escort and shooting up of speedboats are symbolic gestures 

‘Do nothing’ policy endangers long-range US

WASHINGTON: Nothing 

more endangers long-range 
United States goals in the Gulf 
region than its present “do noth- 
ing” policy. The naval escorting 
of a few reflagged tankers and the 
shooting up of Iranian speed- 
boats are symbolic gestures that 
do nothing to address the serious 
political and military problems 
in the area. 

Needed is a new, realistic 
policy that guarantees military 
protection to the moderate Gulf 
Arab allies of the US while open- 
ing the door to quiet negotiations 
with the Iranians. The current 
US tilt toward Iraq is accompli- 
shing neither. ' 

The US is consciously alienat- 
ing Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, and 
the other Gulf Arab States by 
refusing to sell them the aircraft, 
missiles, and other military 
equipment (hey desperately need 
to defend themselves from Iran- 
ian attack. No number of US 
warships steaming about the 
Gulf alters the fact that these 
nations want to be able to defend 
themselves. They worry that 
American public opinion in an 
election year will force the Pen- 
tagon to move the US Navy out 
of the Gulf and back to normal 
duties. 

The Arabs realize that 


President Reagan is operating 
from a position of weakness. He 
is forced to resort to a show of 
naval strength because he is una- 
ble to provide military aims to 
the Arabs in the face of unrelent- 
ing congressional truculence. 

The Iranians, of course, are 
' even less happy with Washing- 
ton. They watch Iraq regularly 
attack neutral tankers plying to 
and from their ports, while tank- 
ers that sail to and from Kuwait, 
a key ally of Baghdad, are guar- 
ded by United States warships. 

It seems to the Iranian leaders 
that the US wants to continue 
punishing Iran for the Iran-Con- 
tra affair long after the Tower 
Commission made clear the 
Reagan administration’s blame 
for that fiasco. 

The Iran-Iraq war will not fade 
away, regardless of Washing- 
ton’s fervent hopes. It must be 
made to go away, through quiet 
and persistent negotiations with 
both parties. Applying pressure 
on Iran alone has failed and will 
continue to fail. 

The Soviet Union understands 
this and talks to both sides. Mos- 
cow may yet pull the fat out of the 
fire for Washington by negotiat- 
ing a cease-fire. Any immediate 
relief in Washington, however, 
wifi quickly be dissipated as the 
realization dawns that the USSR 
has replaced the US as the

dominant power in the Gulf 
region. 

It is not in the best interests of 
the US to let the Iran-Iraq war 
bubble until a new president is 
elected. Such a period of drifting 
will give more time to the USSR 
to cement its relations with the 
Arabs and Iran ians . 

, Washington does not seem to 
realize how much ground has 
been lost and is still being lost. 
The knee-jerk US reactions to 
the Saudi purchase of Chinese 
miss iles, followed by stern con- 
gressional pronouncements 
trumpeting a hardened stance on 
any sales of arms to Saudi 
Arabia, have served only to push 


the Saudis into the arms of Mos- 
cow. 

Saudi Arabia has held off 
establishing diplomatic relations 
with Moscow, but is likely to take 
such a step in the next few mon- 
ths. China most likely will be 
accorded diplomatic recognition 
at the same time. When that hap- 
pens, the rest of the Gulf Arab «e : — - — , 

states will follow suit. More ‘ neutral shipping after an Iraqi 
intimate militar y and economic -cease-fire would be dealt with 
relations can be expected to 
follow close on. 

Moscow’s departure from 
Afghanistan is removing the 
major obstacle to closer Soviet- 
Arab friendship; it also enhances 
the USSR's influence in Iran, 


which, like the Arab nations, has 
long, voiced loud protests at 
Soviet intervention in a fellow 
Muslim country. 

. Given .continued . Ub 
belligerence toward Iran, the 
USSR is the only superpower 
with credibility in Tehran as well 
as the Arab capitals. Moscow is 
in the unique position of being 
able to negotiate with both com- 
batants in the search for a 
mutually “face saving” resolu- 
tion of the war.

A visit to Poland 


Gorbachev tried to woo back 
Polish hearts and

WARSAW, Poland, (AP): Dur- 
ing a six-day visit that ended 
Saturday, Soviet leader M ikhail 
Gorbachev presented Poles a 
vision of a new kind of relation- 
ship with their neighbour to the 
east 

Instead of the big brother 
many Poles feel has dominated 
them for two centuries under 
both Soviet commissars or Rus- 
sian Czars, Gorbachev offered a 
portrait of a strong military ally, 
a huge potential economic part- 
ner and a fervent fellow believer 
in humanizing the communist 
system. 

Although his statements on 
Polish sovereignty went little 
beyond language used in the 
past, his tone was avuncular and 
ius appeals for maintaining the 
alliance directed straight at Pol- 
ish self-interest. 

For instance, during a trip to 
Szczecin in western territories 
acquired from Germany after 
World War II, Gorbachev went 
out of his way to say the Soviet 
Union backed the proposition 
that this was now “truly Polish 
soil.” 

Talking to intellectuals, he 
said that his goal was to bring a 
“human dimension" to socialism 
and ensure that “working people 
can five well and feel well/’ 
Cooperate 

To young people in Krakow, 
he said, “in my country and your 
country, perestroika (restructur- 
ing) will progress better the more 
tightly and more fruitfully the 
two coun tries cooperate.” 

Poles accustomed to images of 
dour-faced Soviet leaders stiffly 
reviewing marching troops from 
atop the Lenin Mausoleum ins- 
tead saw blanket TV coverage of 
a smiling, comfortable Gorba- 
chev kissing children or chatting 
amiably with Polish workers. 

One of the most captivating 
moments of the visit came during 
a performance of popular Polish 
balladeer Andrzej Rosiewicz. 

Gorbachev and his wife Raisa 
laughed along as Roseiwicz 
pranced around a stage in a white 
fur hat bearing a single red star 
and poked gentle fun at the 
Soviet Union with his bouncy 
song in praise of Gorbachev, . 
“Mikhail, Mikhail.” \ 

But how will Poles react? fc ' # 

“In my opinion, Gorbachev 
will contribute more to the frien- 
dship be {wen our nations that

has been done in this regard for 
decades,” said Stanislaw 
Kwiatkowski, the chief govern- 
ment pollster. “A majority of 
Poles identify themselves with 
Gorbachev’s policies and view it 
as a chance for our nation.” 

Disappointed 

However historian Bronislaw 
Geremek, a leading figure in the 
opposition, said he was disap- 
pointed by the trip. 

“All the Polish problems that 
existed before Lhe visit remain the 
same, and the visit has not 
brought any new solutions,” he 
said Saturday. 

Specifically, said Geremek, 
public opinion wanted Gorba- 
chev lo acknowledge Soviet res- 
ponsibility for the massacre of 
■Polish Army officers in Katyn 
forest in the Ukraine in 1940 and 
for other crimes against Poland. 

And he said it wanted an 
“unambiguous crossing out” of 
the Brezhnev doctrine, under 
which the Soviet Union main- 
tained the right to interfere in the 
affairs of its East bloc allies. 

‘Those hopes have not been 
met,” Beremek said. Gorbachev 
never mentioned Katyn and 
made only a broad reference to 
Polish sovereignty without 
repeating his solemn pledges of 
non-interference that he gave 
Czechoslovakia last year and 
Yugoslavia last winter. 

During a meeting with Polish 
intellectuals at Warsaw’s Royal 
Palace on Thursday, two speak- 
ers directly asked Gorbachev to 
give a signal to Polish society that 
the Brezhnev doctrine was dead. 
He did not respond specifically 


to any questions, saying only 
that he would provide written 
replies in a volume to be publi- 
shed later. 

Gorbachev said hardly a word 
about Polish independence dur- 
ing his speech to the Sejm, or 
parliament, on Monday, or on 
subsequent visits to Krakow and 
Szczecin. 

The final joint communique 
signed by Gorbachev and Polish 
United Workers Party leader 
Wojciech Jaruzelski said only 
that relations between their two- 
countries is based on “principles 
of equal rights, accountability 
before their own nations, 
independence and sovereign 
decision-making in matters of 
development.” 

Polish offcials had said before 
the trip that it would strengthen 
the forces of reform withip 
Poland and offer a showcase for 
political and economic changes 
under way in Poland. 

Officials clearly wished lo 
associate themselves with Gor- 
bachev's charisma. Gen. Jaruzd- 
ski hardly left the Soviet leader's 
side throughout the visit, and 
repeatedly emphasized during 
the trip the parallels between 
Gorbachev’s “perestroika” and 
Poland’s “socialist renewal.” 


Sandinistas mark anniversary 
facing widespread discontent

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, (AP): 
Asitstartsits 10th year in power. - 
pie leftist Sandinista government 
is confronting unprecedented 
discontent brought on by civil 
war. a shattered economy and 
unfulfilled promises. 

At the same time, the Sandinis- 
tas have put the brakes on mon- 
ths of moves to restore basic 
freedoms and cracked down on 
opponents with a vengeance. The 
measures came just days before 
today's (July 19) anniversary 
ceremonies in the central city of 
Guigalpa, 85 miles (137 
kilometres) east of the capital 
The government had begun to 
easeits restrictions on freedom to 
comply with a regional peace 
plan signed last August by the 

§ residents of Nicaragua, El 
alvador, Guatemala, Hon- 
duras and Costa Rica . The goal 
was to end the war here against 
the US-supported Contra rebels, 
along with leftist guerrilla con- 
flicts in El Salvador and 
Guatemala. 

The pact calls for amnesties, 
cease-fires and democratic 
reforms. It also bars strategic or 
logistic support for insurgencies, 
a provision aimed mainly at 
Honduras, which houses Contra

rebel camps. 

To comply with the plan, the 
Sandinistas in January lifted a 6- 
year-old statc of emergency that 
restricted basic liberties. Discon- 
tent, which had been on the rise, 
-started surfacing. Opposition 
news media, shuttered or cen- 
sored under the law, reappeared 
and harshly — at times falsely — 
attacked the government. 

Ami-Sanduusta marches, also 
prohibited under the emergency 
laws, started in January. 

With this liberalization, the 
Sandinistas achieved their main 
goal: the US Congress earlier this 
year voted down a request by 
President Ronald Reagan to 
renew military- aid to the Con- 
tras. 

But suddenly, the Sandinistas 
last week lashed out, assuming a 
position that appeared to say 
they had had enough and woul- 
dn't take any more. 

President Daniel Ortega and 
his cabinet also came under pres- 
sure from party hardliners who 
opposed Lhe concessions, which 
included the previously taboo - 
subject of opening talks with the 
Contras to seek a negptiated set- 
tlement to the almost 7-year-old 
war. 

Expelled 

In a series of quick moves, the 
government expelled US ambas- 
sador Richard Melton and seven 
other American diplomats on 
July 1.1 , a day after police beat .up 
opponents at a demonstration. 

The Sandinistas jailed three 
dozen opposition figures, closed 
down the Roman Catholic chur- 
ch's Radio Catolica and a private 
news programme, and ordered 
. La Prensa, the only anti-govern- 
ment newspaper, to suspend 
publication for 1 5 days. 

The Sandinistas said the 
crackdown was in response to a 


destabilization plan fostered by 
the US embassy and an 
increasingly greater number of 
Contra rebel attacks in violation 
of a 4-month-old cease-fire 
agreement. But they offered little 
proof to back up their accus;.ff 
(ions. 

Barricada. the ruling Sandin- 
ista National Liberation Front 
newspaper, ran a list Saturday of 
dates in which Melton and the 
other American diplomats met 
with opposition groups under 
the headline “Subversive itin- 
erary of Mellon and the CIA." 
The State Department called 
such visits normal. 

Discontent 

The Sandinistas have become 
increasingly frustrated at their 
inability to end the war. which is 
wrecking the economy and fucl- 
* frig discontent' L among the 

'^fn^raove 'that had taken 
Washington off gfihfcL SamJm- 
isla and Contra leaders signed a 
cease-fire a greeme nt March 23. 
but since then have made almost 
no headway in negotiations for a 
more permanent truce. 

The initial cease-fire, extended 
for 30-^lay periods by tacit 
agreement on both sides, has, 
been wearing thinner and thinner 
in recent weeks. The Defence 
Ministry recently reported 
almost daily attacks by the rebels 
on Sandinista forces. 

• Opposition leaders said the 
Sandinistas crackdown was 
-motivated by fear that th;A 
usually Fragmented opposition^ 
was unifying, and discontent 
about the government’s han- 
dling of the economy. 

The Sandinistas came to 
power in a 1979 revolution that 
ousted the rightist. pro- 
American dictatorship of Anas- 
tasia Somoza, With promises of 
a better life, they enjoyed wide- 
spread support among the 
poverty-stricken people. 

In 1981. the United States cut 
off all economic aid to 
Nicaragua, claiming the Sandin- 
istas were exporting revolution 
to the rest of Central American 
and were providing a communist 
beachhead in (he region. The 
Reagan administration followed 
with a trade embargo in 1985.

These measures, together wilt

Neighbouring states charge South Africa with subversion

GABORONE, BOTSWANA, 
(AP): Twenty suspected South 
African agents have been arres- 
ted in’Bostwana and Zimbabwe 
in recent months, bringing ren- 
ewed charges that South Africa is 
working to destabilise its black-, 
ruled neighbours. 

The suspects, accused of 
security-related offences, include 
18 whites, six of them South 
African citizens. It is believed to 
be the largest number of such 
people ever held at one time. 

Most of the 20 could face the 
death penalty if convicted, alth- 
ough so far no white South 
African has ever been executed in 
Zimbabwe or Botswana. 

“The continuing nail shows 
that South Africa is working very 
bard to destabilize Botswana and 
the other front-line states,’’ Pon- 
ashego KedikiJwe, Botswana’s 
minister for presidential affairs, 
said in an interview. The “front- 


line” black African states most 
concerned with South AfrictJi 
affairs are usually defined as 
Zimbabwe, Zambia, Botswana. 
Mozambique, Tanzania and 
Angola. 

Threat 

Botswana and Zimbabwe, two 
of the more prosperous and sta- 
ble countries in southern Africa, 
pose little military threat to 
South Africa. Both acknowledge 
they must co-exist with their 
powerful southern neighbour 
out of economic necessity. 

However, because they sit on 
South Africa’s long northern 
border, theirco unities have been 
used as infiltration routes by the 
African National Congress 
guerrilla group, the main black 
organization attempting to over- 
throw South Africa's white-led 
government 

South Africa, which portrays 
the ANC as a terrorist group, has 
carried out frequent attacks on 
suspected ANC bases in neigh- 
bouring countries. So far mis 


year, there have been about 30 
suspected ANC bombings in 
South Africa, placing additional 
domestic pressure on South 
African security forces to act 
against the ANC. 

Botswana and Zimbabwe say 
those actions include treasonous 
activities inside their borders. 

“It is very clear that the exter- 
nal enemy. South Africa, has 
infiltrated our society and is 
using some of our nationals to 
further their subversive 
interests,” Woven Mahachi, 
Zimbabwe's home affairs mini- 
ster, said this week. 

Subversion 

Zimbabwe cited the alleged 
subversion as a reason for its 
decision to extend a 23-year-old 
state of emergency. 

Botswana, the target of several 
South African raids in recent 
years, has set up new roadblocks 
as a security measure and is hold- 
ing five suspected South African 
agents In custody. 

Two of the five suspects are 


alleged members of a South 
African military unit apprehen- 
ded June 20 in a confrontation 
that occurred six miles (10 
kilometres) inside Botswana’s 
borders. Their arrests marked 
the first time South African sol- 
diers have been captured in 
neighbouring countries since the 
South Africa began launching 
cross-border raids aimed at susp- 
ected ANC bases. 

The other three suspects are 
South Africans who have been 
living and working in Botswana 
and who werearrested in connec- 
tion with the same case. 

Zimbabwe is holding a total of 
13 whites and two blacks accused 
of assisting in South African 
military raids and sabotage 
attacks. 

in the latest incident, British 
national Denis Behan was arres- 
ted following an aborted June 30 
attempt to free five men charged 
earlier in a series of attacks 
against ANC facilities in Zim- . 
babwe. 


A white Zimbabwe Air Force 
officer was believed part of the 
escape effort and has fled to 
South Africa, according to 
officials in Zimbabwe. 

In a separate case, white Zim- 
babwean Rolry Maguire was sen- 
tenced recently to seven years in 
jail after pleading guilty to two 
charges of security related offen- 
ces. He agreed lo testify against 
other suspected South African 
agents. 

South Africa maintains that it 
seeks cordial relations with Bots- 
- wana and Zimbabwe, but says it 
may have to respond to what it 
sees as a_ harassment campaign 
aimed at its citizens. 

Sickened 

“People in South Africa are 
getting sickened by the sight of 
South Africans being brought to 
court in leg irons," said The 
Citizen, a pro-government 
Johannesburg newspaper, in an 
editorial. “The mood in South 
Africa is such that any raids on 
ANC facilities would be con- 


sidered justified.” 

In Botswana and Zimbabwe, 
the security- related court cases 
attracted widespread attention. 

About 2,000 people chanting 
anti -South African slogans tur- 
ned up at a tiny magistrate's 
court in remote Francistown fist 
a recent hearing involving. ihY 
two South Africans captured last 
month. In Zimbabwe, each new 
development in the cases Iras 
been front-page news and 
reopened discussions, about the 
loyally of white Zimbabweans. 

Henry Ellsworth, a white 
member of parliament, said Zim- 
babwe's whites were disgusted by 
the alleged subversive activities 
of a small group of white “mal- 
contents.” 

Blacks came topower inZun- 
Irabwe in 1 980 following a bitter 
civil war against the white-led 
government. About JOfLOOw 
whites still live in Zimbabwe and • 
they generally have good rela- 
tions with the nation’s 9 million 
black majority.

“My mother writes books 
- and plays together with my 
aunt Another brother is a poet 
and lyricist. Their father is a 
composer,” said Adda.

• Articles profiling well- 
known Icelanders and their 
families area popular feature in 
newspapers here. Readers 
scour them avidly to discover 
new family ties , with famous 
men and women. 

ThiS a is necessary since 
Icelandic family names change 
with every new generation and 
vary even within the same 
family and the same genera- 
_ lion. Husbands and wives 


would normally have a dif- 
ferent family name. 

Adda's family name means 
‘daughter of Bjorn' but she 
could equally have been named 
after her mother, in which case 
it would have been Idunnsdot- 
tir — ‘daughter of Idunn.’ 

Her brother's name is Bjorn - 
sson, but could have been Idun- 
nson. 

"But don’t worry. Nobody 
uses family names here 
anyway. If I met the prime min- 
ister walking down the street, I 
would call him by his first name 
and not Mr Palsson,” Adda 
said as wedrovethroughdown- 
town Reykjavik. 

“Oh, there he is now,” she 
said, pointingata man crossing 
the road in front of us. 

There may be other family 
ties that nobody even suspects. 

Part of Adda’s family comes 
From Grimsey, a small, remote 
island off the north coast of 
Iceland within the arctic circle. 

"Winter nights arc long and 
dark and cold and the popula- 
tion is small. There has been 


talk abouL people sleeping wiih 
closer relations than they 
should have,” said Adda. 

. The clan rose to the occasion 
in October 1986 when it was 
suddenly announced that US 
President -Ronald Reagan and 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev were to hold a summit 
meeting in Reykjavik. 

“I was more or les in charge. I 
took care of the staff and finan- 
ces and dealings with the cater- 
ing company — and the needs 
of 600 journalists,” she said. 

The first person she hired to 
help was — naturally — her 
brother. 

"My aunt was in charge of 
the international broadcasting 
centre. She hired two cousins to 
help. She also rented her house 
to a TV station.” said Adda. 

“My grandmother rented 
her house to the ABC network. 
My flatmate, a distant cousin, 
got a job with ABC as a 
secretary and translator,'' she 
said. 

“Nobody can say it was our 
fault the summit failed!”

Why the rhinoceros likes to 
roll about in the mud 

During the heat of the day 
the rhinoceros usually 
buries itself in muddy 
water, from which it emer- 
ges with a layer of mud on 
its skin. This dries and 
forms a protective coating 
against the bites of insects. 

Despite the thickness of 
its hide, the rhinoceros is 
afraid of the bite of some 
parasites which inject it 
with germs of dangerous 
diseases. This fear seems 
very strange in such enor- 
mous animals, as much as 4 
metres in length and 
covered with a thick hide 
like armour, but in case of 
the rhinoceros it is another 
example of the fly beating 
the lion. 

The legs of this beast are 
short and thick but this 
does not prevent it from 
running at a good speed, 
especially when charging 
an intruder who has 
annoyed it. 

The African rhinoceros 
is common, particularly in 
the area of the great lakes 
of East Africa, because it. 
prefers moist regions. Its 
habits are mostly noctur- 
nal. 

All species of rhinoceros 
are vegetarian: some 
browse on leaves and buds- 
of shrubs and small trees, 
others graze on grasses. 

Rhinoceroses are 
usually solitary, but a calf 
may accompany its mother 
for a long time, even after 
the birth of a younger off- 
spring. 

In former times, rhin- 
oceroses inhabited both 
the eastern and western 
hemispheres, but now they 
live only in tropical Africa 
and Asia and are in danger 
of becoming extinct. The 
Asian rhinoceros has one 
horn, with the exception of 
the Sumatran which, like

the African varieties, has 
two. 

Why the elephant has long 

^Say*t?e two enormous 
projecting teeth are of no 
use to the elephant, but if 
we could go back some 20 
million years we would 
find an ancestor of this 
pachyderm which used its. 
enormous tusks to turn 
over the earth in search of 
food. In those far-off days 
there were long stretches of 
plains deeply ploughed by 
long parallel grooves. 

The author of these 
strange furrows in the 
grassy plains was the 
Platybelodon, a mastodon 
as mg as the present ele- 
phant, which walked along 
with its head down and its 
tusks thrust well into the 
ground, turning it over in 
search of the tubers, 
rhizomes and roots on 
which it fed. 

In fact the name of this 
animal refers to the spetial 
shape of its lower jaw 
which, because it was used 
for ‘ploughing’ the ground 
was made like an enor- 
mous hollow shovel fitted 
at the sides with large flat 
incisors with cutting edges. 


Why the hippopotamus has 
protruding nostrils 
Hippopotamuses live in 
herds near large African 
rivers and spend almost the 
whole day in the water, 
with only their eyes and 
nostrils showing. But the 
nostrils are very prominent 
on the nose so that the 
animals are able to breathe 
even when they are com- 
pletely covered by water. 
In this way nature enables 
them to hide from their 
enemies. 

Their food is exclusively 
vegetable, consisting of 
grass and marsh plants 
which the hippopotamus 
eats mainly at night when it 
comes out of the water. 

Sometimes - these 
animals become annoyed 
for no apparent reason and 
they will then lower their 
heads and attack even 
men. Normally, however, 
they are not dangerous. 

The large African hip- 
popotamus is more than 4 
metres in length and 
weighs over 3 tons. In West . 
Afpca, however, there are 
some dwarf hippo- 
potamuses which are only 
a quarter of the size of the 
large ones.

Britain 
raises 
interest 1 
rates again 

LONpON, July 18, (Reuter): 
Britain raised interest rates for 
the sixth time suice early June 
today to try to pat the brakes on 
inflation. 

The Bank of England, the 
Central Bank, said it rased its 
money market lending rate — a 
key interest rate at which it lends 
money to Britain's commercial 
banks — by half a. percentage 
points to 10- 1/2 per cent. 

The rate sets a base for 'vir- 
tually all British interest rates. 

Increase 

The Treasury said the increase 
was a continuation of the govern- 
ment’s policy of tightening 
credit. 

US-based Gtibank's British 
subsidiary raised its base lending 
rate to 10-1/2 per cent from 10 
per cent within minutes of the 
Bank of England move, leading a 
round of commercial h ank rate 
increases. 

The Bank of England's moves 
this month and last to raise the 
money market lending rate from 
a 10-year low in May have been 
aimed at boosting the cost of 
borrowing to cool a credit- 
fuelled consumer buying spree 
that it fears win rekindle infla- 
tion. 

Last week, the government 
reported inflation was running at 
an annual rate of 4.6 per cent in 
June, well above its target rate of 
four per cent. 

And today, the government 
reported a strong rise in retail 
sales volumeduring June, despite 
the rate hikes. t ‘ ‘ 

Midland Bank Pic, heeding a 

today announced .a ballpoint 
increase in its base lending rate to 
10.5 per cent. 

Midland Bank responded by 
announcing an increase in its 
base rate, effective on Tuesday. 
Barclays Bank Pic, National 
Westminster Bank Pic and 
Lloyds Bank Pic were expected 
to follow suit. 

Corporate borrowers can 
obtain loans at one percentage 
point above the base rate.

UN to seek 
interest-free 
loans to stay 
afloat 

UNITED NATIONS, July 18. 
(Reuter): Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar will ask 
member states for interest-free 
loans to save the w odd body 
from bankruptcy, after the 
United States declined to pay its 
dues, UN sources said on Friday. 

President Reagan told the 
secretary-general at the White 
House earlier that the UN must 
institute further reforms before 
he would recommend that Con- 
gress release funds owed to the 
organisation, a spokesman said. 

Operations 

UN officials said they were not 
surprised by the negative out- 
come of the meeting, which was 
at Reagan's invitation, but they 
hoped for a change in a new 
American administration. 

They said Vice-President 
George Bush told Perez de 
Cuellar during his visit here on 
Thursday that be wanted to help. 
“But he's said that before and 
there has been no change," a UN 
official said. 

The secretary-general says the 
UN will be bankrupt by the end 
of October and therefore unable 
to continue operations. But 
officials said this threat would 
not be implemented since the 
Genera! Assembly session would 
be in progress.

Rajiv seen slowing India’s liberalisation for populism 

We must step up exports, says Chavan 


NEW DELHI; July 18, (Renter): 
Prune Minister Rajiv Gandhi is 
slowing down plans to open- up 
India's largely state-controlled 
economy,, turning instead to 
. populism with an eye to general 
elections due t»y the end of 1 989,- 
eoonomists said. 

Gandhi's newly-appointed 
Finance Minister, S.B. Chavan, 

’ lokLReutersat the weekend that 
the elections' were a key factor in 
a review of economic liberalisa- 
tion policies set by theprime min- 
ister when he came to power in 
October, 19S4. 

Chavan, who took office in a 
cabinet reshuffle after by-elec- 
tion reverses in June, said cuts in 
imports and a halt to concessions 
to busin essmen would be part of 
the review. 

- Aspirations 

“Businessmen arc expecting 
far too much from me. I. must 
balance their aspirations with the 
development needs of the peo- 
ple," said Chavan in his Erst 
detailed comments on bis job. 

Business and industry expect 
special treatment in return for 
financing Gandhi’s Congress (I) 
Party, but their hopes clash with 
the aspirations of a 100-million' 


strong middle class and the over- 
whelming numbers of poor 
among India's 800 million 
population. Congress (1) sources 
said- 

' “U is a balancing act that I will 
have to do," said Chavan, asked 
how' he would reconcile these 
demands in planning economic 
strategy before the general elec- 
tions. 

He said he must step up 
exports to overcome a shortage 
of foreign exchange, which 
showed a record fall Ibr a three- 
month period in the first quarter 
of 1988-89, and cut back on 
imports which have risen 
because of the need to purchase 
essentia] commodities abroad to 
offset losses in last year's 
drought. 

India's reserves stood at Rs 
61 .7 billion (54.4 billion) on June 
17, depleted mainly by loan 
repayments to the International 
Monetary Fund, economists 
said. 

Prices 

Export earnings, which rose to 
Rs 1 57.2 billion (5 1 1 .2 billion) in 
fiscal 1987-88 from the previous 
year’s 125.5 billion (59 billion) 
were offset by imports, which 


rose to Rs 223.4 billion (S16 
billion) from 200.6 billion (514.3 
billion) in the same period. 

A good monsoon this year, 
following the failure of rains in 
the past three years, has bright- 
ened Congress party prospects in 
country areas, where more Lhan 
700 per cent of the population 
lives and engages in agriculture. 

Economist - Surjit Bhalla 
predicted that in fiscal 1988-89 
ending next March food grain 
prices would fall as the monsoon 
improved output, with economic 
growth rising to at least seven per 
cent from around 1 .5 per cent the ' 
previous year. 

Prominent 

But prosperity might still fail 
to swing votes to Congress, 
which has held power for all but 
two years since India gained 
independence from Britain in 
1947, said B halla, a member of 
the policy group advising the 
government on economic issues. 

“Corruption will probably be 
the issue in general elections, as 
shown by the by-elections last 
month," said Bhalla. 

Political analysts said the by- 
elections saw the emergence of 


India's most prominent anti- 
corruption fighter, Vishwanath 
Pratap Singh, as a candidate to 
lead the opposition which during 
its only previous period of unity 
kept Congress (I) out of power 
between 1975 and 1977. 

Singh's adviser on economics, 
Mohan Guruswamy, said 
India’s poor — more than 40 per 
cent livebelowthepoverty line— 
believed corruption was depriv- 
ing them of the full benefits of 
their work. 

The opposition has accused 
Gandhi's government of award- 
ing two major arms contracts to 
foreign companies in return for 
kickbacks, allegations which the 
government denies. 

Singh based bis campaign on 
these allegations and won a pres- 
tigious parliamentary seat and 
also persuaded the opposition to 
sink its differences and unite, 
Guruswamy added. 

Impression 

He said Gandhi must counter 
the popular impression that his 
government is corrupt and pro- 
rich through a socialist 

The 'prune minister moved 
swiftly to limit the damage 
caused by Singh's victory, reor- 


ganising the party and cabinet. 
He appeared to have given 
Chavan the go-ahead to 
announce populist measures to 
regain support from the poor. 

Bui Chavan’s moves could 
have little effect on rural people 
outside the reach of economic 
policies, said Guruswamy. 

“The majority of those in the 
rural sector are landless or subs- 
istence fanners living off a barter 
system . The res t a re big landlords 
who don’t have to pay taxes in 
any case," he said. 

“Any populist economic 
measures will only affect the 1 00 
million middle class people in the 
urban areas."

UAE oil output well below quota: study 


NICOSIA, July 18, (Reuter): 
July oil production in the UAE is 
r unnin g well below the country's 
self-imposed q uota of 1 3 million 
barrels per day (BPD), the Mid- 
dle East Economic Survey 
(MEES)sakL 

The Nicosia-based weekly ofl 
newsletter reported in its latest 
issue that July production had so 
far averaged around 137 milli on 
BPD in the UAE. 

This is dose to its level for June 
when the UAE rejected a formal 
quota set by the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC). 

Pact 

According to acurrent OPEC 
pact, the UAE limit is 948,000 
BPD. But the Gulf state has con- 
sistently pumped above this 
level, calling the quota unfair in

MEES said onshore opera- 
tions in the first part of July at the 
main producing emirate of Abu 


Dhabi had pumped an average of 
520,000 BPD while offshore 
operations totalled 450,000 
BPD. Dubai made up the 
remaining 400,000 BPD. 

Oil industry sources in the 
region said late last month the 
UAE had authorised Abu Dhabi 
to pump 1.5 million BPD. 

On Friday they said that dur- 
ing the first two weeks of July, 
onshore oil output had risen by 
around 100,000 BPD to 550,000 
BPD. 

Pressure 

Regional oil traders said last 
week that Riyadh may have star- 
ted putting pressure on the UAE 
to comply with OPEC’s quota. 

OPEC secretary-general 
Subroto of Indonesia, now in 
Saudi Arabia on the annual 
Muslim haj pilgrimage, is due in 
ih&UAEat tiie end oflhe. month 
to discuss production. 

Meanwhile, the UAE ministry 
>f agriculture apd fisheries has 
said UAE imports of agricultural 
products in 1987 registered the 
largest growth in the past eight 
years. 


A ministry report published by 
the Dubai-based Gulf News said 
the imports which started declin- 
ing from the early 1980’salsohad 
started to climb up in 1987. 

There had been an increase of 
about 10 per cent in the total 
volume of vegetable imports in 
1987 to 381,600 tonnes, up from 
347,100 tonnes. in the previous 
year. 

Products 

Imports of fruits reached 
325,000 tonnes last year as 
against the 287,000 tonnes 
imported in 1986. As for dates 
116,500 tonnes were imported 
last year, compared to 33,200 
tonnes in 1986. 

A total of 20,400 tonnes of 
various agricultural products 
were imported last year com- 
pared to 13,500 tonnes imported 
during 1986. 

Last year, 145.4 tonnes of 
seeds were imported against 

107.4 tonnes in 1986. 

Total exports of locally- 
produced agricultural products 
were 15,065 tonnes last year, of 
which 543,704 tonnes were 


vegetables. 

In the meantime, governor of 
the UAE Central Bank Abdel 
Malek Al-Hamar said today that 
the bank has no intention at 
present to interfere to determine 
the interest rates on loans given 
out by the UAE commercial 
banks. 

In an interview with Abu 
Dhabi-based daily “Al-lltihad," 
Al-Hamar said the central 
bank's policy of non-inter- 
ference resulted from a previous 
experience which proved against 
the public welfare. 

Deposits 

On the demand by the UAE 
banks society to the Central 
Bank for an interest on their 
deposits at the bank, he said, “the 
sums of money of commercial 
banks at the Central Bank are 
legal reserves for these banks and 
not deposits. 

He noted that these banks ben- 
efit from this reserve when they 
have a cash shortage, as they can 
withdraw the sum they need as 
long as they return it by the end of 
the week of withdrawal. 


Imports decline sharply 


Japan’s trade with S.Africa may be levelling off 


TOKYO, July 18, (AP): Japan’s 
trade with South Africa appears 
to be levelling off, giving the 
Foreign Ministry some relief 
from the embarrassment of 
Japan overtaking the United 
States as Pretoria's biggest trad- 
ing partner in 1987. 

Finance Ministry figures 
released last week showed that 
two-way trade was down for the 
second consecutive month due to 
a sharp decline in imports. 

Exports to South Africa, 
however, still were strong. That 
poses an enduring image 
problem, and the government 
remains reluctant to do more 
than cajole Japanese companies 
to reduce trade. 

Concentrate 

As other countries imposed 
sanctions, on South Africa to 
protest apartheid and saw their 
trade figures shrink, Japan has 
come under international criti- 
cism for letting Japanese com- 
panies fill the gap. 1 

Even the latest trade figures 
left room for some Japanese 
newspapers to complain that 
trade wasn't falling. 

' Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Yoshifumi Matsuda told repor- 


ters on Thursday that they 
should concentrate on yen-based 
trade figures rather than dollar- 
based figures. 

In dollars, two-way trade was 
up 1 3.3 percent to 523 billion for 
the first six months of 1988 com- 
pared with the same 1 987 period, 
• but in yen the half-year's trade 
showed a 3-per cent drop to 272 
billion yen, with the declining 
trend starting in April. 

"We do expect that the new 
.trend after April will continue as 
such,” MaLsuda stressed. 

In dollars, too, Japan's 
bilateral trade with South Africa 
has been shrinking for two mon- 
ths. The 5325 million worth of 
trade in June was 14.5 per cent 
below June 1987, the Finance 
Ministry reported. The decline 
was largely attributed to 
imports, which plunged 26.6 per 
cent to 5158.1 million in June 
from a year ago. 

Exports continued to increase, 
though not as fast as six months 
ago. In June, Japan exported 
goods worth 5166.9 million to 
South Africa, 1.4 per cent more 
than a year ago. But for the first 
six months of this year, exports 
soared 45.3 per cent to 51.14 


billion, according to the Finance 
Ministry’s customs clearance 
statistics. 

Last year Japan’s trade with 
South Africa totalled 54.27 
billion, a 19-per cent increase 
thaL embarrassed Japan. 

Guideline 

Foreign Minister Susuke Uno 
asked Japanese business leaders 
early this year to reduce trade 
with South Africa. He also sug- 
gested that the Ministry of Inter- 
national Trade and Industry, or 
MIT1, co-ordinate a guideline 
for Japanese companies to 
follow. 

However, neither the Trade 
Ministry nor business circles res- 
ponded positively. 

The powerful federation of 
economic organisations, known 
as Keidanren, which consists of 
some 1 ,000 major Japanese cor- 
porations, said the Keidanren is 
not in a position to control its 
members’ business activities. 

“Circumstances differ from 
company to company." said 
Shiruchi Nishio, a senior Keidan- 
ren official. “A sudden wholesale 
pullout of Japanese companies 
from South Africa could cause 


turmoil in South Africa.” 

The government is philos- 
phically opposed to trade sanc- 
tions, said Matsuda, the Foreign 
Ministry spokesman. 

“Sanctions imposed on trade 
as such are against our fun- 
damental policies," he said. 
“Japan is a country living on 
trade, both for resources and for 
export." 

Decline 

Analysis attributed the recent 
decline in imports to derisions by 
a number of supermarket chains 
and department stores to stop 
selling South African products. 
In the past two months, there has 
been a ball in sales of South 
African products such as the 
appletizer drink, wine and can- 
ned fruit. Japan also imports coal 
and metals from South Africa. 

While welcoming a decline in 
imports from South Africa, anti- 
apartheid groups protest 
increased exports of Japanese 
cars and electronic equipment. 

"I sometimes wonder if Japan- 
ese people really understand 
what it means to trade with 
South Africa,” said Jerry Mat- 
si I a. Tokyo representative of the 
African National Congress. 


Arab-British 
trade ties 
to be reviewed 

LONDON, July 1 8, (KUNA): A 
major conference will open here 
tomorrow on “Arab British rela- 
tions: new opportunities in trade 
and industry.” 

The event is part of a campaign 
launched by the Arab-British 
Chamber of Commerce (ABCC) 
to promote trade and economic 
ties between the UK and the 
Arab world. 

The principal speaker at the 
one-day gathering, to be held at 
the Cafe Royal, Central London, 
will be the heir to the British 
throne Prince Charles. 

Co-operation 

The Prince of Wales will 
deliver a speech on “opportun- 
ities for future co-operation in 
business" between the Arab 
worid and Britain. 

Among the other main speak- 
ers at the conference will be the 
Moroccan Minister of Com- 
merce and Industry. Abdullah 
Azmani. the Jordanian Minister 
ofTradeand Industry. Hamdi AJ 
Tabbaa, as well as the British 
Minister forTrade, Alan Clark. 

ABCC underlined today that 
the campaign will also highlight 
the changing nature of the 
market which has moved for- 
ward in 10 years and the creation 
of opportunities for trade and 
investment. 

Egypt to sign 
economic 
accord with UAE 

ABU DHABI, July 18, (Reuter): 
Egypt is to sign an economic 
accord with the UAE, its first 
with a country in Lbe Gulf for 
nine years, an Egyptian embassy 
spokesman said today. 

He said the accord, to be sig- 
ned on Tuesday during a visit to 
Abu Dhabi by Egyptian Econ- 
omy Minister Youssri Musta- 
pha, would boost trade, invest- 
ment and technical cooperation. 

Exports 

Egypt hopes arms exports will 
redress a persistent trade deficit 
with the UAE, which amounted 
to SI 4 million last year, 
diplomats said. 

The UAE is one of ! 1 Arab 
countries that have renewed 
diplomatic ties with Egypt since 
November in line with an Arab 
summit decisi on, allowing gover- 
nments to renew ties with Egypt 
ending a boycott caused by 
Cairo’s 1979 peace treaty with 
Israel. 


Taiwan boosts trade ties with Japan 


TAIPEI, July 18, (UPI): 
Taiwan’s trade with Japan 
increased dramatically during 
the first half of the year, partially 
due to the appreciation of the 
Japanese yen. 

Taiwan’s total trade with 
Japan was 511.3 billion for the 
six months, with a growth rate of 

31.4 per cent, up from the 58.6 
billion total from the same six 
consecutive months of 1 987. 

- Japan is Taiwan’s second-lar- 
gest trading partner after the 
United States, and the island’s 
foremost trading partner within . 
Asia, followed by Hong Kong 
and Singapore. 

Exports 

Board of foreign trade deputy 
director Ma Chyan-Yih said the 
growth was largely attributable 
to the rapid appreciation of the 
. Japanese yen, resulting in a 41 .4 
per cent increase in Taiwan 
exports to Japan. 

The close proximity of the two 
islands is also a contributing fac- 
. tor. Ma said. Taiwan imported 


57.01 billion from Japan between 
January and June, while exports 
to Japan amounted to $4.28 
billion. 

Topping the list of Taiwan’s 
exports to Japan are foodstuffs, 
which include pork, shrimp and 
eel. 

Increase 

Shoe exports are next on the 
list. The Japanese market for 
footwear is expected to double in 
the next three years. 

Japan also imports apparel, 
household articles and sports 
equipment from Taiwan. 

Taiwan’s imports from Japan 
include raw steel, transportation 
equipment and auto pans. 

Taiwan reported a 47.5 per 
cent growth in trade with Hong 
Kong. Imports to Taiwan from 
the British territory amounted to 

5729.4 million, a growth of 124.8 
per cent from the previous year. 
Taiwan's exports to Hong Kong 
grew 34.2 per cent, to 52.57 
billion in the first half of the year. 

Trade with the United States 


for January to June grew 26.8 per 
cent, but the increase was mainly 
due to an increase in US exports 
to Taiwan, which rose from S3 . 38 
billion in 1987 to 57.28 billion in 
1988. 

A drop in Taiwan's exports to 
the United States, which grew 
less than one per cem, began to 
correct the trade imbalance bet- 
ween the two partners. Taiwan's 
trade surplus, was cut by more 
than a third, from 516 billion in 
1987 to SlObillion this year. 


Jobless rate 
drops 

BERN. July 18, (UPI): Swit- 
zerland's unemployment rale 
dropped to just 0.7 per cent in 
June against 0.8 per cent at the 
same time last year, the govern- 
ment said today. 

It said that most of the 21.351 
unemployed at end-June were 
unable to work in any case 
because of illness and other 
similar reasons. 


African oil producers 
to back OPEC output policy 


COTONOU, Benin, July IS, 
(Reuter): African oil ministers, 
meeting at their biannual con- 
ference, were expected to sup- 
port OPEC's output policy, 
delegates said. 

This was one of the main 
recommendations of an expert 
committee of the African 
Petroleum Producers Associa- 
tion (APPA) which ended 
preparatory meetings in 
Cotonou last night, they said. 

In June, OPEC (Organisation 
of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries) agreed to maintain output 
for the rest of 1988 at the level of 
the last six months in order to 
stabilise prices although viola- 
tions by some members have 
ca used a sharp price drop. 

Declaration 

“We agreed to urge the mini- 
sters to adopt a declaration sup- 
porting OPEC production 
policy." one expert, who asked 
not to be named, told Reuters. 

OPEC president Rilwanu 


Lukman, the Nigerian Oil Mini- 
ster. and Algerian Oil Minister 
Belkacem Nabi, were due here 
today for the APPA ministerial 
meeting opening later in the day. 

The African oil group links 
OPEC members Algeria, Gabon, 
Libya and Nigeria with non- 
OPEC Benin, Angola, 
Cameroun and Congo. 

With a LUIUUlUuu Miv duction 
level of only five million barrels 
per day (BPD), APPA’s impact 
on the oil market is limited. 

Resolution 

The expert said one country 
suggested a resolution urging 
APPA members to increase out- 
put but this was rejected. "Some 
of us believe that a time of glut an 
increase is not practicable," the 
expert added. 

The glut has caused a rapid 
decline in spot market oil prices 
and sharply reduced oil revenues 
for exporters including APPA 
states.

Further easing of bank 
restrictions in Panama 

PANAMA CITY, Panama, July 18, (A P): The government said 
It will further ease limits beginning today on checking account 
withdrawals imposed after a two-month shutdown of banks. The 
National Banking Conunis&ioa, a government regulatory 
agency, said in a communique customers w31 be able to withdraw 
50 per cent of the balance in an account, up to a maximum of 
550,000. Previous limits, in effect since Jnly 4, were 40 per cent of 
the balance and a 540,000 maxim um. The commission also 
announced bank customers can transfer choking account funds 
frozen when banks were ordered shut in March to fixed-term or 
regular savings accounts within the same bank in order to accrue 
interest. The government dosed 67 of Panama’s 1 17 banks on 
March 3, shortly after the country’s political crisis prompted a 
run on deposits. Runs intensified when Gen. Manuel Antonio 
Noriega, Panama’s de Facto ruler, deposed President Eric Arturo 
Delvalle a few hours after the President tried to fire the general. A 
US freeze on 550 million in P anamanian government funds 
deposited in the United States in a lad to force Norwegia’s ouster 
left the National Bank of Panama, the central bank, unable to 
cover the large withdrawals. In its statement, the com mission said 
other restrictions placed on banks when they reopened on May 9 
would continue due to “the persistence of adverse conditions" and 
“to protect the interests of all ... and the regular functioning of the 
banking system." 

Among those restrictions, depositors must give advance notice 
before making withdrawals from their savings accounts and are 
(united to withdrawing five per cent of the balance each month. 

‘OPEC: unique economic 
organisation, not cartel’ 

VIENNA, July 18, (OPECNA): The Organisation of !k 
P etroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC) has been described as 
“a dominant and unique economic organisation,” hot not a cartel. 
In an interview at the weekend with the OPEC News Agency 
(OPECNA) and the monthly OPEC Bulletin OPEC Secretary 
General Dr Subroto said “OPEC is not z cartel in the class'?al 
sense of the word," adding that the simple theory of a 'production 
cartel’ could not be applied to the organisation. He recalled (hut 
not much attention was paid to OPEC when it was founded by 
Iran, Iraq, Kuwait, Saudi Arabia and Venezuela in September 
1960. The organisation was then regarded as just ‘a group of :T c 
developing countries coming together.* 

He said that with the taking over of the activities of the 'seven 
sisters,' and the nse of the oil weapon during the 1 973 Arab-Israeli 
war, the industrialised countries' perception of OPEC began to 
change. It was then realised that an organisation with an econ- 
omic and political role bad been created, within the international 
community. Subroto said the onset of the Gulf conflict in Septem- 
ber 1980 resulted in panic over disruption of oil supply, pushing 
price to 540. Academic theorists who had argued that OPEC 
would not endure in the face of friction, tension and conflict of 
interest* among member com tries, had to embark on nev. 
analysis. More enlightened academics then began to view OPEC 
as ‘an institution that could help stabilise the oil market, prevent- 
ing a free-for-all’ which could lead to a price collapse, Subrcto 
said. 

Soviet banks to join Swift 
banking telecom network 

BRUSSELS, Belgium, July 18, (AP): Three Soviet banks hate 
agreed to link up with the international banking network society 
for worldwide interbank financial telecommunication, a swift 
spokeswoman said last week. The Bank for Foreign Economic 
Affairs of the USSR, the International Bank for Economic 
Cooperation and die International Investment Bank will be the 
first Soviet institutions to hook up directly to the Swift system, 
which has some 2^00 member banks in more than 65 countries. 
Swift provides automated international messages processing and 
transmission services between banks. Swift spokeswoman Phyllis 
Turner said the Soviet banks hoped to complete the link-up nexE 
year. She said other Soviet banks were “showing interest" in 
joining the system. Currently, Soviet banks are linked indirectly 
with the Swift network through the Moscow Narodny Bank in 
London. Turner said the Soviet banks have not yet chosen the 
technology for Unking up with the Swift network. Imports of 
Western technology by the banks would have to comply with the 
rales of the West's coordinating committee for control of exports 
to communist countries, also known by its Acronym Cocom, 
which monitors proposed exports of iif^ectaiology goods for 
tbeir possibly military uses. Other East European countries have 
already joined Swift or are in the process of becoming members. 
Hungary and Czechoslovakia joined several years ago while 
Poland, East Germany and Yugoslavia are scheduled to jc'c the 
network next year. 

Mobil Nigeria develops $900n? 
condensate reservoir 

LAGOS, Jnly 18, (OPECNA): Mobil Producing (Nigeria) is 
currently working on a 5900 million condensate reservoir in the 
offshore area of Eket in Akwa Ibom state, managing director 
Alfred Koch said yesterday. He said Nigeria would earn about 
5600 milii on yearly on the project's completion. He disclosed that 
the Oso reservoir contained 500 million barrels and when the 
project was fully developed, the field would be able to produce 
about 100.000 barrels of condensate a day. The managing 
director said that the reservoir bad “condensate reservoir with 
light hydrocarbon liquid which requires reinjection of gas for 
pressure maintenance.” He said preliminary design and engineer- 
ing studies on the reservoir would be completed by the end of the 
year. 

"Our present plan is to award the contract for procurement a ntf 
construction of the facilities in the second quarter or 1989," he 
said, explaining that additional producing wells would he 
provided and two drilling rigs contracted in 1989 and 1990. 
“Putting all limitations into consideration, the field could come 
on stream sometime in late 1991,' "he said. On financing, he said a 
joint committee had been established consisting of represen- 
tatives of the ministries of petroleum resources and finance. 
NN PC and MobO. He said that the team had started negotiations 
with the Worid Bank and the International Finance Corporation. 
"We expect World Bank participation even though we have not 
yet received its final approval," be added. 

Oil market under review 

JEDDAH, July 18, (OPECNA): Indonesian Minister of Mines 
and Energy Ginandjar Kartasasmita and Saudi Arabian Minister 
of Petroleum and Mineral Resources Hisharo M Nazer discussed 
the latest development on the worid market at a meeting here 
yesterday. The Indonesian minister is currently here to perform 
the baj pilgrimage. Before leaving for Jeddah at the weekend. 
Ginandjar said in Jakarta that be respected Saudi Arabia as an 
OPEC member wbich “always stuck to its production ceiling." 
He was reacting to media reports alleging that Saudi Arabia was 
exceeding its ceiling under the OPEC accord. Last week Saudi 
Arabia categorically stated that it was committed to its oil 
production output in accordance with the OPEC production and 
price agreement. 

Denying stories that the current decline in oil prices wascaused 
by the Saudi arms deal with Great Britain, an official government 
spokesman described such reports as a “fabricated media cam- 
paign supported by oil brokers and their agents." Commenting on 
the ament situation on the world oil market, Ginandjar said that 
OPEC countries were in contact with each other, adding that 
through OPEC’ssecretary-general and the conference president, 
members were trying to overcome the problems.

KUWAITI dinar deposit rates 
tumbled yesterday Torthe second 
day running as government 
salary payments boosted 
liquidity. 

The Cabinet on Sunday 
ordered all July government 
salaries to be paid before the start 
of the five-day Eid Ai-Adha. 

Dealers said overnight funds 
were offered at 1 /4 per cent from 
one per cent deals on Sunday 
with tomorrow-next offers at 1/2 
percent and Spot-next at one per 

cent. 

One-week quotes were a full 
point lower at Tour, three per 
cent. The Central Bank took 
three-week deposits at 5-1/4 and 
5-3/8 percent from July 27. 

Deals 

The fixed periods were up to I / 
2 point below Sunday levels at 5- 
3/8. five per cent for the one- 
month. 5-3/4. 3/8 per cent for the 
two-month. 6-1/8. 3/4 per cent 
for the three-month. 6-1/4. 5-7/8 
per cent for the six-month with 
deals at six percent and 6-1/2. 1/8 
per cent for the one-year. 

The dollar, now at 1 1 -month 
highs against the dinar, contin- 
ued to gain as the Central Bank 
adjusted its dinar exchange rale 
softer to 0-28403/ 1 3 to the dollar 
from 0.28383/93 on Saturday 
and Sunday. Commercial banks 
quoted spot rates of around

Meanwhile, Saudi riyal 
deposits fell in active trade yes- 


terday as kingdom banks lent 
funds to offshore operators 
ahead of the Muslim pilgrimage 
holiday. 

Dealers said one-month to 
one-year maturities fell by up to 
5/1 6 point as traders look advan- 
tage of a nine-month high on 
interbank rates to unload excess 
funds and take profits. 

Demand for riyats normally 
soars before the holiday as hun- 
dreds of thousands of Muslims 
pour into Saudi Arabia for the 
annual pilgrimage to Makkah. 
Cash usually starts to How back 
into the system after banks 
reopen for business. 

Business 

The last day for formal clear- 
ing m Saudi Arabia is July 19, 
with banks closing for general 
business between July 22 and 29. 

In the offshore Bahrain 
market, banks will close from 
July 24 to 26 inclusive, although 
soraemayalsoheshuLonJuly 23. 

Rates for the so-called Eid run 
extending through August 3 fell

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Egyptian

CAIRO, July J8,|ReuLer): More 
than 5. 000 angry depositors 
demonstrated today outside lhe

{Depositors told reporters they 
had been unable to draw on their 
funds at El Rayan Investment 
Company since the government 
pas sal a law last month regulat- 
ing such firms. 

Most of the demonstrators 
dispersed after about an hour 
with no violent incidents repor- 
ted. 

“We've come here before 
about 15 times to get our 
money,” said Hussein A wad 
Izzadeen. 42. “They refused to 
give us an appointment to get our 
money, so we stopped the can* — 
no cars coming, no cars going." 

Message 

Hamdi Hashem, who said he 
deposited $25,000 with Rayan in 
May. told reporters he and olh- 
ers stopped traffic to send a mes- 
sage to the government. 

‘it's ihefaultofRayanandthe 
government — the government 
more so,” he said. 

El Rayan is one of half-a- 
dozen Islamic firms, estimated to 
control more than S2 billion in 
deposits, which operate risk- 
sharing schemes in which 
depositors take a percentage of 
profits or losses.

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Stronger OPEC seen 


Peace hopes buoy oil prices 


LONDON. July 18, (Reuter): 
Spot crude oil prices jumped, 
today as traders guessed the 1 
OPEC might be a more cohesive 
organise Li on if founder members 
Iraq and Iran do stop fighting. 

“Both the Iraqis and Iranians 
have traditionally been OPEC 
price hawks,'* agreed Steve Tur- 
ner, oil market analyst at Lon- 
don brokers Smith New Court. 

“Both will need money to 
repair war damage. We have seen 
that maximising production has 
not helped revenues recently. 
Prices have fallen too far.” 

Cohesive 

“What's the alternative, if it 
isn’t a more cohesive OPEC to 
control output and lighten up the 
market?" 

A peace, he and others argued, 
might free the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
from politically-tinged conflicts 


within its councils between the 
Iranians, on one hand, and the 
Iraqis and their Arab allies. 

North Sea Brent blend is the 
most widely-traded crude oil and 
serves the industry as a pricing 
barometer. 

A cargo of Brent traded for 
September loading as high as 
$15.00 a barrel today, up more 
than 75 cents on the end of last 
week. 

But the optimism runs counter 
to conventional oil industry 'wis- 
dom over recent years, which has 
held that ending the Gulf war 
would free the belligerents to step 
up their exports and would thus 
almost certainly add to the 
prevailing world glut. 

Iraq could quickly bring in 
floating loading buoys to reac- 
tivate its Fao Peninsula termin- 
als at the head of the Gulf which 
have been shut by the hostilities. 


And tankers could again berth 
safely at Iran's Kharg Island ter- 
minal, where they have been tar- 
gets of Iraqi air attack. 

Iran alone could add about 2.5 
million barrels daily to OPEC 
crude oil supply which, in the 
second half of 1988, is already 
seen by many analysts as likely to 
run at around 1 9 million barrels a 
day. 

Refiners 

That is probably about half a 
million more than refiners need. 

The war broke out in 1980 just 
as OPEC began grappling with 
the fact that — by sending prices 
sky high in the 1970s — it had 
s tarn poled the West into a search 
for energy-efficiency. 

As the West's factories and 
cars made more economic use of 
oil. falling demand signalled a 
squeeze on OPEC. 


OPEC ministers were actually 
assembled in Vienna in Septem- 
ber 1980 at the outbreak of hos- 
tilities. They had secretly drawn 
up plans for a 10 per cent output 
cuL 

When the fighting slashed 
Iraqi and Iranian production, 
the plan was abandoned and the 
organisation drove prices yet 
higher to an October 1981 peak 
of $34 a barrel. 

But since then, not even the 
Gulf tanker war has sufficed to 
keep the market tight 

Quotas 

OPEC has had to introduce 
quotas cutting output by almost 
naif, rather than by 10 per cent. 
And it cannot even defend a 
present $18 official benchmark, 
let alone keep prices above $30. 

A key issue is whether Iraq, in 
the event of peace, would submit 


to OPEC output rules. 

“Short term, a ceasefire would 
probably be quite good news for 
the oil producers," agreed Peter 
Nicol, analyst with Chase Man- 
hattan Bank in London. 

“Traders are scrambling not 
to go short," he said. 

But further ahead, he saw 
problems getting Iraq back into 
OPEC's quota system. 

Production 

It has been refusing to accept 
any production quota, on 
grounds that the rest of OPEC 
would not give it one as big as 
that of Iran. 

Iran was allowed to produce 
more because, historically, it was 
a bigger producer and it has 
many more inhabitants.

LONDON. July 18. (AP): The 
US dollar rose strongly on bull- 
ish sentiment today, crashed and 
then recovered sharply to end 
European trading mostly higher.

Despite the volatile trading, 
foreign currency dealers said 
market players remained bullish 
on the US currency. 

They were divided about the 
reasons for the downward pres- 
sure. 

Some dealers said a large sell 
order was responsible, along 
with intervention by the 
American, British and West Ger- 
man central banks. 

Others attributed it to news 
that Iran has unconditionally 
accepted a United Nations 
resolution for a cease fire in the 
Gulf war. Investors often con- 
sidered the US dollar to be a safe 
investment during times of inter- 
national tension. 

In Tokyo, where the business 


day ends as Europe's begins, Uie 
dollar rose 1.75 yen to a closing 
135.15 yen. Later, in London, it

Ride 

In London, the British pound 
also took a rollercoaster ride.

Economy is growing briskly 

German stocks’ summer rally seen dying out 


FRANKFURT. July 18: The 
summer rally on the Frankfurt 
stock exchange is likely to fade in 
the coming weeks, with only 
limited gains likely in the third 
quarter, stock analysts say. 

While the market, which has 
risen 1 6 per cent since the begin- 
ning of the year, seems well 
defended against another drastic 
slump like last October’s crash, 
the uncertain outlook for the 
West German economy, US 
dollar and interest rates are keep- 
ing a lid on the upside, they say. 

The widespread pessimism 
may seem surprising, given that 
conditions for a stock market 
rally seem to be in place. The 
dollar is stable and at its highest 
level in nearly a year, theGerman 
economy is growing briskly, and 
most major companies are repor- 
ting solid earnings gains. 

Effect 

But analysts say the happy 
days won’t last. They cite the 
negative effect of new West Ger- 
man consumer taxes on spending . 
and economic growth, world- 
wide recessionary dangers after 


the US elections in November 
and prospects of higher interest 
rates because of mild inflation- 
ary dangers and high West Ger- 
man money supply growth. 

Moreover, these analysts con- 
tend that the dollar’s recent 
strength *sn’t fully supported by 
fundamentals. They say the US 
currency could easily start slid- 
ing again at the end of the year. 

“TTie chance-risk ratio is fifty- 
fifty in the medium term, but in 
the long term, the risks will weigh 
more heavily,” says Walter Hei n- 
eroann, chief analyst at Merck, 
Frock & Co., a private bank in 
Munich. The prospect of a 1989 
recession will probably leave its 
mark on the stock market in the 
second half, he adds. 

Says Claire Kent, an analyst at 
Morgan Grenfell in London: “I 
can ’t see what will make the Ger- 
man market rise further. The 
market isn’t very attractive to 
foreigners.” 

Ms Kent, citing uncertain 
growth prospects for the West 
German economy beyond 1988, 
sees the FAZ index fluctuating in 


a range of 440 to 320 in the com- 
ing months. 

On Thursday, the FAZ index 
rose 6.65 points to 489.85. That 
was only a few points below its 
1988 peak of 495.78 on July 8. 
The market reached a post-crash 
low of 396.39 at the end of Jan- 
uary. 

Despite the pessimistic talk, 
some analysts say the market's 
recovery from the crash isn’t 
complete, and they expect some 
modest gains. 

Potential 

“I see a continuation of the 
positive tendency in the coming 
months, but the time when it was 
easy to make money in stocks is 
over,” says Klaus Kaposi, man- 
ager of Schroeder Muenchmeyer 
Hengst Capital GmbH, a Frank- 
furt investment fund. “The 
outlook is slightly positive, but 
net euphoric." 

Stocks that have the potential 
to strongly outperform the 
market, such as capital-goods 
issues did in the first half, are 
increasingly difficult to find, 
Kaposi says. “The sector selec- 


tion issmalT... The steam is out of 
steel shares, and for consumer 
stocks, which were the weakest 
so far this year, I don't see a 
recovery.” 

Ms Kent citing higher taxes 
on gasoline, tobacco and other 
consumer items, concurs with the 
bleak outlook for consumer 
stocks. 

But certain export-oriented 
issues, such asauto maker Bayer- 
ische MotorenwerkeAG, are lik- 
ely to benefit from the firm 
dollar, the Morgan Grenfell 
analystsays. BMW has lagged its 
rival Daimler-Benz AG in recent 
weeks, and is likely to catch up in 
the coming months, Ms Kent 
says. 

However, stocks such as 
Siemens AG. Daimler-Benz AG 
and Nixdorf Computer AG 
“should all underperform," Ms 
Kent adds. 

Daimler-Benz, West Ger- 
many’s largest industrial con- 
cern, is likely to experience dif- 
ficulties as it tries to integrate its 
various new acquisitions, 
analysts say. 


Equity markets relatively quiet 


Pace of US economic activity will continue strong 


THANKS lo a 3.4 per cent rise 
on the last day of the month, the 
broadly based -Standard and 
Poors Composite index rose 0.3 
per cent during May as a whole. 
Until the month end, the equity 
market was adversely affected by 
an upward trend in money 
market rates and a weakening 
bond market. Despite this, 
interest rate sensitive stocks such 
as the banks showed the greater 
resilience, perhaps because 
investors had already begun to 
anticipate an end to the upward 
drift in interest rates. 

On the other hand, core indus- 
trial slocks and economically 
sensitive 'sectors such as trans- 
portation were particularly weak 
— perhaps because investors 
moved to anticipate the impact 
of higher interest rates on econ- 
omic activity and margins. 

Growing 

■Recently published statistics 
indicate the US economy is 
growing rapidly. Following 
sharp upward revisions to the 
estimates for net exports and for 
consumer spending volumes, the 
initial estimate for first quarter 
real GNP growth has been 
marked up from 2.3 percent p.a. 
to 3.9 per cent p.a. Most expect 
the pace of economic activity will 
continue strong in the second 
quarter. 

Industrial production rose 0.7 
per cent in April and manufac- 
turers’ order books are lengthen- 
ing. Consumer incomes have 
risen strongly in recent months 
and this should support expen- 
diture over the summer. Mean- 
while, export volumes are now 
rising at a rate close to 25 per cent 
year on year. 

The French stockmarket put 


in another good performance 
last month during which the 
CAC general index rose by 6.5 
percent. 

Elsewhere, equity markets 
were relatively quiet. The UK 
market lost ground slightly in 
spite of takeover activity whilst 
both Switzerland and the Neth- 
erlands traded within a narrow 
range. West Germany did finish 
the month slightly higher, largely 
as a result of a stronger douar. 
The Spanish stockmarket picked 
up towards the month end foll- 
owing the decision by the auth- 
orities locut the intervention rate 
by 0.5 percent. 

Significance 

With regard to mainland 
Europe, Scimitar continues to 
focus its investment on France 
and Spain. With French inflation 
under control (the differential 
relative to WesL Germany, has 
narrowed to 1.4 per cent, the 
lowest level in 15 years) interest 
rates are likely to fall further. 
Spain, on (he other hand, will 
continue to outpace the rest of 
Europe in terms of economic 
growth. Helped by lax cuts, the 
Spanish economy is forecast to 
grow by around 5 per cent in 
1988. In contrast, we are under- 
weight in the hard currency 
markets of West Germany. Swit- 
zerland and the Netherlands. 
Economic growth will be slugg- 
ish in the second half of 1 988 and 
into 1 989 and equity markets are 
therefore expected to remain in 
the doldrums. 

Tokyo had a rather bumpy 
ride in May and the TSE index 
fell 2.8 per cent over the month. 
There are signs of increased anx- 
iety with regard lo interest rates 


and inflation on the part of inves- 
tors. 

We believe that investors have 
become overly concerned about 
inflation and do not expect a sig- 
nificant rise in the foreseeable 
future. Admittedly, capacity 
utilization is running at very high 
levels, but the increasing com- 
mitment of Japan towards high 
tech, high value added industries 
implies a more flexible capital 
stock. 

Hong Kong fell back 4. 1 per 
cent in May in response chiefly to 
the behaviour of Wall Street. 
Meanwhile Singapore had a fir- 
mer tone. The Straits Times 
index rose 3.5 per cent on the 
month. Perhaps investors are 
beginning Lo appreciate the 
improvement in the economy 
and that at its Malaysian hin- 
terland which has taken place 
over the last year. Korea and 
Taiwan both rose very strongly 
— by 1 1 per cent and 8.5 per cent 
respectively. 

In Thailand, however, the 
Bangkok Book Club index rose 
just 2.5 per cent. Of the major 
markets, Australia was the star 
performer. The All Ordinary 
index rose 7.5 percent with banks 
and base metal stocks leading the 
way. The appreciation of the 
Australian dollar boosted the US 
dollar gain on this index lo 14.2 
percent. 

Recovery 

The US dollar strengthened 
against all other major curren- 
cies in May with the exception of 
the Australian dollar (against 
which it fell 5.9 per cent). The 
recovery of the dollar can be 
attributed to two factors. 

First, interest rate differentials 
vis-a-vis the US and other coun- 


tries widened with the market 
tightening of US monetary 
policy towards the end of May. 
(In Contrast, the Bundesbank 
pointedly went out of its way to 
allay fears of a hike in German 
interest rates by supplying 
liquidity to the banking, system 
on a generous scale). 

Second, investors now ac- 
knowledge' increasingly that the 
G7 has been successful in secur- 
ing dollar stability over the last 


year. This has encouraged some 
to take a more positive view as to 
the outlook for the US currency 
in future. 

Slide 

The pound's slide was proba- 
bly welcomed by the UK auth- 
orities as it provided the oppor- 
tunity for a 50 basis point hike in 
interest rates on J une 2 and for a 
second rise on June 6.

K AC profits soar 


KUWAIT Airways said yester- 
day its net profits in 1 987-88 j mn- 
ped 26 fold over the previous 
year despite the loss of millions of 
dollars during the hijacking last 
April of one of its Boeing 747s, 
according to Reuter. 

Chairman Ahmed AJ Mishari 
told a news conference the state- 
owned airline earned net profits 
of more than KD6 million ($21 
million) in the fiscal year that 
ended on June 30 from 
KD 233,000 ($832,000) in 1986- 
87. 

He attributed the gain to 
'rationalisation of expenses, 
more efficient fleet use and 
improved income from sub- 
sidiaries and investments. 
Higher 

But Mishari said profits would 
have been even higher had it not 
been for the hijacking of a 
Kuwaiti Airways jet on a flight 
from Bangkok to Kuwait last 
April 5. 

Armed gunmen killed two pas- 
sengers before releasing the 
plane and remaining hostages in 
Algiers after a 1 5-day ordeal. 

Mishari said the airline lost 
FCJD2.2 million ($8 million) dur- 
ing a two-month suspension of 
flights to Bangkok and Manila 
and a shorter break in service to 
other non-Arab Asian destina- 
tions.

He said another £0500,000 
($1.8 million) was lost from 
lower passenger revenue on 
other routes following the 
hijacking. Cairo service was also 
briefly suspended. 

Responsibility 
Mishari described tbs hijack- 
ing as “an international respon- 
sibility since no state or airline by 
itself can protect all of its planes. 

Mishari said the airline was 
studying new routes to Moscow 
and Sydney and would decide 
jvhether to proceed by year-end.

Consumer leaders attack 
Japanese auto safety standards 


TOKYO, July 18, (*AP): Japan- 
ese consumer activists say their 

g overnment is reluctant to stric- 
y enforce auto industry safety 
standards, letting thousands of 
unsafe vehicles reach the market 
Government officials, 
however, assert that manufac- 
turers are well aware of the 
government's safety standard, 
and the system of enforcing them 
works well. The 'Japanese 
automobile industry has seen 
phenomenal growth in the past 
20 years, based on a reputation 
for high-quality, inexpensive 
cars. 

Consumer leaders have critic- 
sed, in particular, the Samurai 
sport-utility vehicle made by 
Suzuki Motor Co. The vehicle 
was declared unsafe recently by 
Consumers Union, the New 
York-based publisher of con- 
sumer reports magazine. Activ- 
ists here say the company contin- 
ued to sell the vehicle even 
though it knew for at least a year 
that the car is prone to roll over. 
Compliance 

“The transport ministry 
almost entirely relies on each 
manufacturer's voluntary com- 
pliance with the safety stan- 
dard,” said Fumio Matsuda, a 
consumer activist who heads the 
Japan Automobile Users' 
Union. 

“The Japanese companies 
usually adhere to the ministry’s 
requirements faithfully. But if an 
unisafecar gets sold by mistake or 
negligence, Japan has no way to 
control it because the transport 
ministry has no adequate 
regulatory system .” 

Matsuda said the interdepen- 


dent relationship between the 
government and corporations, 
which is often perceived as an 
advantage for Japanese compan- 
ies over foreign competitors, has 
drawbacks, and the drawbacks 
may be costing lives. 

Matsuda said Suzuki ignored 
his protests for more than a year' 
after be complained that the car, 
sold m Japan as the Jimny, was 
vulnerable to rolling over during 
sudden turns. 

Gravity 

“I pointed out to company 
- officials last year that the car’s 
high centre of gravity and the 
narrow width can make the car 
unstable,” Matsuda said. “But 
they told me they were aware of 
the problem. Apparently they 
were not taking the matter 
seriously.” 

Although the Japanese gover- 
nment doesn't keep' statistics; a 
, number of accidents involving 
the car have been reported in 
Japan since manured uring 
began is 1970. Since 1981* when 

£ reduction of the current model 
egan. the company has sold 
120,000 of the vehicles in Japan. 

The Suzuki Jimny was origin- 
ally designed for a smaller 
engine. The model exported to 
the United States, the Samurai, 
has a I,30D*cubie-cestimetre 
engine, an upgraded version 
which the company started 
producing in 1984. 

“Upgrading the size of an 
engine requires larger tires, 
which will inevitably lift the cen- 
tre of gravity of the car.” said 
Matsuda, who is a mechanical 
engineering specialist. “And 
with stronger horsepower, the 


upgraded model requires a more 

stable structure. They should 
have gone back lo the designing 
stage and restructured the car 
from scratch. But the 1.300-ec 
model is only an enlarged model 
o/the smaller one." 

The consumers union said last 
week in the United States that it 
had received a letter from 
American Suzuki Motor Corjx 
deman ding a retraction of its 
report on the Samurai. The com- 
pany claimed the Consumers 
Union used ‘'biased and com- 
pletely maccurate" procedures in 

its tests, which were widely publi- 
cised. The Consumers Union 
said it rejected the letter, writing 
bode that its report was “wholly 
fair and accurate, and based 
upon properly conducted tests,** 

' Matsuda said Japanese auto 
manufacturers take the safety 
.issue seriously . only wh$n . 
‘ numerous fotafsoetdeut* occur, 
threatening a company’s reputa- 
tion. 

The US national traffic high- 
way safety administration has 
said tbeSirenki Samurai has been 
involved in at least 44 rollover 
accidents, resulting in 53 injuries 
and 16 deaths. 

“Japanese automobile com- 
panies have been so image-cons- 
cious in the past that the trans- 
port ministry really did not need 
lo worry about the quality or 
safety standards of automobiles 
made by Japanese manufac- 
turers,” said Hoshino. who is 
also a mechanical engineering 
specialist. “But as a result, the 
transport ministry failed to 
develop an adequate checking 
function for the safety of 
automobiles."

Egypt and Iraq move

AMMAN, Jordan, July 18, 
(AP): Defending champion Iraq 
held a powerful Egyptian team to 
a 0-0 draw yesterday as both 
teams advanced to the semifinal 
round of the Arab Cup soccer 
championship.

Several thousand people, at 
least some waving tickets, were 
shut out of the stadium when 
police closed the doors. Repor- 
ters saw officers using clubs, 
shoes and belts to beat off 
throngs who tried to force their 
way into the shuttered ticket 
booths a half hour before the 
match.

North Korea accepts Seoul letter 
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SEOUL. July 18. (Reuter): 
North Korea today, in an 
apparent softening of policy, 
accepted a letter from South 
Korea's national assembly urg- 
ing it to attend the Seoul Olym- 
pics, parliamentary officials said. 

It was the first communication 
the communist North has agreed 
to Lake from its adversary- across 
the tense demilitarised zone since 
Roh Tac-Woo assumed the 
presidency here in February . 

The let ter contained the Lext of 
an assembly resolution, passed 
on July I. appealing to Pyong- 
yang to abandon its boycott and 
attend the Games, opening on 
September 17. to pave the uay 
for eventual reunification of the 
peninsula. 

In the past month. Pyongyang 


has refused even to discuss 
appeals from Roh and from the 
southern Red Cross to take ten- 
sion-reducing steps including 
student and sporting exchanges. 

It was not immediately clear 
whether the North, which sent an 
emissary to pick up the letter in 
the bonier village of Panmun- 
jom. was in fact signalling a 
change of heart over the vexed 
Olympics issue. 

Talks 

An enraged Pyongyang 
protested in 1981 when the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee 
awarded the 198S Games to the 
Southern capital. 

In 2 face-saving move, the IOC 
later mediated in vain at a series 
of talks between the two Koreas 


to discuss the North's demand to 
be allowed to share in hosting the 
Games. 

Since January, when the 
North rejected a “final offer” to 
stage five of the 24 Olympic 
events. Seoul and its allies in 
Washington have publicly 
expressed fears over possible 
attempts to sabotage the sports 
festival. 

IOC chief Juan Antonio 
Samaranch and Seoul organisers 
have repeatedly said that the 
door would remain open until 
the last minute for Pyongyang to 
reverse its boycott decision. 

North and South Korea 
fought a bitter three-year war 
ending in 1953, and since have 
co-exisled in an uneasy truce.
